EELING INTENSE 
AT ALGECIRAS. 


CONFERENCE NOW APPROACHING 
THE MAIN ISSUE. 


Efforts Being Made to Secure Ac- 
cord Between France and Germany 
Before Question Gets in the Open. 
Moorish Plan for Reform of Tariff 
Rejected by Powers. 


ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
ALGECIRAS, Feb. 3.—The confer- 
ence on Moroccan reforms has now 
been freed of most of the minor ques- 
tions before it and finds itself fast ap- 
proaching the main issue, which hinges 
on who shall control the police of Mo- 
rocco. 
The delegates to the conference have 
shown increasing anxiety at the ap- 
proach of this issue, knowing the in- 
tense feeling it has aroused between 
France and Germany. Efforts are be- 
ing made to secure an accord .before 
the question reaches the open confer- 
ence and thereby avert an open con- 
troversy and a possible deadlock. 
On the one hand, France wants con- 
trol of the semi-military power; on the 
other hand, Germany objects to French 
control, on the ground that it would 
make France the virtual master of Mo- 
rocco’s political future. These positions 
are so opposed as to be almost irrecon- 
ciliable, yet the neutral delegates are 
strenuously continuing their pacific of- 
ficea toward finding a common ground 
acceptable to both countries. 
The conference held a two-hours’ 
resulting in the definite 


tariff and the determination to frame 
a customs system more in accordance 
with the views of the foreign powers. 
The conference further decided to pre- 
pare a project to overcome Morocco's 
antiquated methods restricting exports.

Will Fight New Treaty With 
Santo Domingo. 


Republicans Need Four Votes 
to Pass Measure. 
Favorable Action May Bring 
| Peace to Islands. . 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Democratic 
Benators perfected today what they 
believe to be a compact organization to 
Went the Santo Domingo treaty and 
place the minority in a position to 
ebinpel a strict party vote on other 
questions likely to arise during the 
present session. Two resolutions were 
adopted at a caucus continuing five 
hours, which the Democrats assert not 
only ~will dispose of the Dominican 
treaty but will furnish the precedent 
for demanding a united party vote on 
all questions that may be considered 
Parten in their character, when two- 
thirds of the Democratic Senators 80 
eie. The resolutions follow: 
“Resolved, That the Senate ought not 
to advise and consent to the treaty 
between the United States and the Re- 
public of Santo Domingo, now pending 
before the Senate. 
“Resolved, That if two-thirds of the 


Caucus shall vote in favor of the fore-, 


going resolution, it shall be the duty of 
every ratic Senator to vote 
ien the ratification of the said 
treaty.” 

Represented m the caucus were 
twenty-six of the thirty-threeeminority 
members. Those who were‘absent were 
Berry, Clark of Montana, Gearin, Mc- 
Wein and Stone, all out of the city. 
Patterson withdrew before the vote 
was taken. Teller voted for the Phil- 
pie Island Bill and was excused 
from voting on the second, and Me- 
ner and Taliaferro absented them- 
selves. without explanation. 

The first resolution was adopted by a 
vote of 24 to 1, Clark of Arkansas, vot- 
ime in the negative. The second was 
adopted 20 to 4, Clark of Arkansas 
Daniel, Foster and Mallory voting in 
the negative. 

DEMOCRATS WILL FIGHT. 


The position of the absentees on the 
the caucus 
gives twenty-nine against the treaty, 
With the position of Clark of Arkansas, 
erer. Patterson and Taliaferro not 
known, save for the public expressions 
Of Patterson in the Senate in favor of 
the a@ministration policy. The spirit 
manifested in the caucus and voiced by 
several leading Sengtors in emphatic 
expressions after the caucus adjourned 
Was that today’s action meant that the 
Democrats of the Senate would have 
a united party on matters determined 
by two-thirds of the members on ques- 
tions affecting party policy. Those who 
do not abide by the caucus decision will 
mot be regarded as Democrats and the 
Point will be raised against them 
should they appear in future caucuses 
of the party. 

Mr. Patterson declined to make any 
€xpianation of his leaving the caucus. 

It is supposed that all of the Repub- 
Wan will vote for the treaty and four 
Democratic votes are needed to secure 
Ms ratification. There are eighty-nine 
Senators, there being one vacancy from 
Delaware, and probably one vote, Bur- 
ton’s, will not be cast or paired. There- 
fore fifty-eight votes are necessary for 
ratification. The Republicans have 
fifty-five without Burton, and four 
Votes from the opposition will give 
them the required two-thirds. Demo- 
cratic leaders do not believe these four 
votes will be forthcoming and express 
the hope that Senators who may be fa- 
Yorably disposed toward the treaty will 
feel bound by the caucus action today. 

BAILEY FAVORS UNITY. 

Nearly every Senator in attendance 
had something to say on the subject of 
making treaties a question of partv 
policy. Several Senators declared that 
the Republicans already had made the 
Dominican treaty a party question by 
uniting for its support and on this 
ground arguments were made that if 
the minority hoped to accomplish any- 
ming @s a party it behooved them to 
@mulate the Republicans and reé#stab- 
eh party principle. Senator Batley. 
one of the chief speakers, voiced this 
“Sentiment. Senator Teller said he was 
Opposed to the ratification of the treaty 
Dut at the same time he did not care 
to bind the party by caucus action on 
treaty questions. Senator Clark of Ar- 
kangas, said he wanted mare informa- 
tien concerning the treaty and what 
% will do before he committed himself 
te vote on it at all. Senators Culber- 
fon, Daniel, Dubois and Patterson 
Spoke at length, the last named taking 
the stand that treaties should not be 
considered in caucus. 

SANTO DOMINGO, Feb. 3.—The Do- 
minican gunboat Independencia ar- 
rived here this afternoon from Bara- 
hona, bringing the troops which were 
pent there to restore quiet. The rebeis 
at Barahona surrendered recently. The 
Whole republic is at peace.

The story of old Louis's decision was 
told yesterday in the Superior Court, 
where his will is being contested. 

It was told how the old man with al- 
most divine unselfishness refused to 
renounce in any way the wife he had 
taken, even though by so doing his 
dying eyes might close forever sealed 
with peace. 

People who used to know old Louis 
Riviere in this city little imagined 
that he would be the hero of so piteous 
and dramatic a scene. 

The incident came out yesterday 
during will contest—being introduced 
as an evidence that the old man’s mind 
was sound to the last. 

The brother, Pierre Riviere, through 
his counsel, has been concentrating 
the attack upon the instrument on 
the ground of his brother's tncompe- 
tency. The undue influence of the wife’ 
and of Fritz Bachman was alleged, 
but no testimony along that line has 
been introduced. The whole question 
resolves itself into the mental condi- 
tion of the testator at the time he 
made.the will. 

Counsel for the proponents intro- 
duced a mass of testimony to show — 
that Louis was of sound mind. A most 
striking incident in this connection oc- 
curred shortly before his death. 


Riviere had been reared in the 
Roman Catholic Church. He had 
taken his first communion, and then 


he had strayed away from the church 
and its teachings. But when the 
shadows of death began to gather his 
mind reverted to the church of his 
boyhood, and he longed for the conse- 
lations of the church and the saving 
grace that through it might be ex- 
tended to him. 

A hasty summons was sent for 
Father MacDonald, and as the min- 
ister of the church bent over the 
form of the dying man %e 
learned that Riviere was then living 
in a state of marriage with a women 
who had a divorced husband tiving. ~

DURHAM LIGHTS OUT. 


Former Political Boss of Philadelphia, 
Who Has Been Lying Low Here, 
Leaves for East. 


After observing a sphinxlike silence 
of three weeks and endeavoring by 
every means possible to keep Kis pres- 
ence at the Hotel Green in Pasadena 3 
secret, “Iz” Durham, the quondam 
“peerless” leader of the corrupt Phila- 
delphia political gang, yesterday morn- 
ing emerged from his self-enforeed re- 
tirement and accompanied by his 
brother, T. F. Durham, left for the 
| East on the early morning train over 
the Santa Fé Rallroad. 

This action is understood to have 
been determined upon as a result ot 
several lengthy telegrams which were 
received by Mr. Durham form Phila- 
deiphia Friday, and in which it was 
stated that the legislative committee of 
Pennsylvania, recently appointed to in- 
vestigate the charges of wholesale graft 
in the conduct of the office of the Come 
missioner of Insurance, recently re- 
signed by Durham, would immediately 
take steps to have Durham brought to 
Harrisburg. Pa., where the committee 
is sitting, and an effort made to secure 
his testimony. 

Before leaving Mr. Durham denied 
himself to all callers and especially to 
the members of the newspaper fra- 
ternity. He volunteered but one scrap 
of information: that he was eastward 
bound, presumably to face his detrac- 
tors. 

The published accounts of the teati- 
mony already adduced at the commit- 
tee’s sessions contain specific charges of 
graft and Mr. Durham, coupled with a 
man named Erb, has been mentioned ag 
‘being the principal beneficiary. 

That Durham and his brother had no 
intention of returning to the East up to 
Thursday morning is believed in the 
light of some close investigation made 


by the Easterners into Pasadena 
property. An automobile ride covering 
several hours was taken Thureday 


morning and some of the best residence 
property in Pasadena was inspected. 
Mr. Durham's health is not good, and it 
is stated by those close to him that he 
is verging upon a nervous breakdown, 
but the statements made public that he 
was incapacitated from all attention to 
business duties is decried.

CAMPAIGN OF ANNOYANCE. 


The “Anti-Citizens’ Alliance” is 
com of Hay, Fennessy, Drake, 
Jim Gray, Spook Howton and the edi- 
torial staff of the Examiner. 

The “Anti-Citizens’ Alliance” (made 
up as above noted) is planning what 
may properly be termed a campaign of 
annoyance. In brief, the purpose is to 
send vagabond agents around to 
business man after another, soliciting 
them (the business men) to join forces 
with the Anti-Citizens Alliatice, and 
promising them, in return, large re- 
wards in the way of patronage from 
members of the various trades unions. 

Practically none of the business men 
of Los Angeles have any sympathy 
with the Anti-Citizens’ Alliance or its 
methods. These disturbers of the pub- 
lic peace hope by their persistent solic- 
tation of business men to induce the 
latter to accede to their demands, upon 
the same principle that a person yields 
to the persistent demands of a beggar 
to get rid of him. A few small mer- 
chants of the city may be found who 
will be weak enough thus to surrender. 
Constant dropping will wear away a 
stone—if it is soft. But the great body 
of business men will be as adamant to 
the weartsome pleas of these lazy vag- 
bonds, who fatten upon the fruits of 
other men's toll. 

The Anti-Citizens’ Alliance (compris- 
ing the Hay-Fennessy-Howton-Exam- 
ner gang) also threatens to vote for no 
candidate for office who does not pub- 
Holy declare his hostility to the Cn 
izene Alliance. This threat will have 
the effect of making every such candi- 
date exceedingly popular, and will ma- 
tertaliy ai in the election (other 
things being equa!) of those candidates 


who have the discretion to refrain from 
going on record as being hostile to the 
Citizens’ Alliance: for the Citizens’ Al- 
Hance has at least twenty friends in 
Los Angeles where the Anti-Citisens’ 
Alliance has one. 

From the foregoing it will be deduced 
that it is the purpose of the Anti-Cit- 
ens Alliance to establish a sneaking, 
underhand boycott against every mer- 
chant and every citizen who does not 
sympathize with or aid the trades-un- 
ion scheme of spoliation. They propose 
to take from the citizen, if they can, 
the right to think and act for himself. 
They propose to coerce, coax or frighten 
men into thinking as they themselves 
think, and submitting to their fanat- 
ical, unreasonable, and extortionate de- 
mands. It is a scheme not unlike the 
blackmailing practices of the Town 
Topica gang, except that it is pursued 
along somewhat different lines. : 

But the end of this sort of thing ‘will 
come sooner or later—and quite prob- 
ably sooner. The trades-unionists of 
Los Angeles number less than one in 
twenty of the total population (and 
many of them are too decent to ap- 
prove the blackmailing schemes of 
their disreputable leaders.) One of 
these days, the 96 or 96 per cent. of the 
total population who do not belong to 
trades unions may:conciude to do a lit- 
tle boycotting themselves, if the fan- 
tastic tricks of the 4 or 5 per cent. af- 
filiated with trades unions do not cease. 
The fact must by no means be lost 
sight of that the great majority, if they 
choose, can exercise the boycott as well 
as can the insignificant minority. 

Trades-unionists are leading up to a 
state of affairs in which ninety-five per- 
sons will refuse to buy goods bearing 
the union label where Give men will buy 
goods so labeled. Already the union 
label is in disrepute, and to place it 
upon anything offered for sale is to 
drive away more purchasers than are 
attracted by it. If the misuse of this 
ugly emblem of peonage goes much 
further, no manufacturer or merchant 
Who allows it to be placed upon his 
product can reasonably hope for suc- 
cess. 


The union totem—emblem of boycot- 
tirg and blackmali—has been misused 
beyond the point of diminishing re- 
turns. It is in a moribund state, and its 
finish is not far off. In Los Angeles it 
is a dead one already, and little re- 
mains to be done but to place the pu- 
trescent remains under ground, as a 
measure of public necessity and moral 
sanitation. 


E DUPLEX MACHINE. 


It is a long look ahead to the 
spring of 1908, when candidates for the 
Presidency will be lining up prepara- 
tory to the fall election. But although 
it is thirty months before the nominat- 
ing conventions get together, there is 
already a great deal of more or leas 
thinking in the minds of millions of 
voters as to the far-off event. 

On a Los Angeles street car one day 
last week a man of perhaps seventy, 
intelligent if we may judge by his con- 
versation, made the remark that in his 
opinion the next President would be a 
Democrat, and ought to be. His insuf- 
ficient reason for entertaining this 
opinion grew out of the too numerous 
seandals in political circles which have 
risen to the top like scum on a boiling 
pot during the last year or more. There 
is no doubt that this voter, who in the 
course of his remarks had rated that 
he had never voted in his life anything 
but a Republican ticket, stands for a 
numerous class of the electora of the 
country at the present moment. 

No attempt will be made here to dis- 
guise or minimize the gravity of the 
political situation as revealed by the 
deathlike grip in which machine politi- 
clans, unpatriotic and self-seeking to 
the last degree, hold the political af- 
fairs of the country. That they are 
unfit to have any part In the govern- 
ing of any part of the United States is 
a proposition The Times will concede 
as freely and as promptly as any paper 
in America, of any political alliance 
whatsoever. This paper has grown old 
and strong fighting political machines 
during the whole twenty-five years of 
its existence. Its strength to fight ma- 
chine politics has grown greater with 
every fight it has been in, and it stands 
more robust today for such a struggle 
than it ever did before.

RIVERA SCHOOL TEACHER SAYS 
PASSONS THREATENED. 


Father incensed at the Warming of 
His Boy Declared to Have Threat - 
ened to Shoot the Pedagogue, Who 
Tarries Not, but Hastens to Swear 
to Warrant for Protection. 


A schoo) teacher's life at Rivera is an 
arduous one these days, and William T. 
Root, Jr.. who holds that position vis- 
ited the District-Attorney’s office yes- 
terday and poured. the story of his 


Like most other schools, the one at 
Rivera contains one or two boys that 
are so bubbling over with anima! spir- 
Us that they can’t and won't keep to 
the straight and narrow path of recti- 
tude. Such a one is young Passons, a 
twelve-year-old boy whose father is a 
cripple, and whose patents seem not to 
believe in the adage about sparing the 
rod and spoiling the child. 

Repeatedly the boy has been taken 
before the trustees for indulging in 
pranks that indicated a vicious nature. 
A few days ago he acted in such an 
unruly and defiant manner in school 
that Teacher Root dressed him down 
according to the old, orthodox method. 
Young Pdssons ran home yelping and 
rded the matter 
as a closed incident. 


On Friday night, however, Brant Pas- 
sons and his wife came driving along 
in their buggy toward the school house, 
and happened to meet Mr. Root. They | 
are both credited with having used 
most abusive language to the teacher | 
for chastizing their boy, and finally 
Passons worked himpelf into a rage 
and, it is said, drew his revolver and 
threatened to kill Ropt if it took him 
ten years. 

Teacher didn’t stop to argue. He 
asked for a complaint against Passons, 
and one was issued by Deputy District 
Attorney McCartney, charging the man 
with threats.

Values in Portland. 

Up in Portland, Or., a week or two 
ago a big department store is reported 
to have secured a Überal sized build- 
ing lot, very close to the absolute bus!- 
ness center of the city, at $2200 a front 
foot. Portland lots are onty 100 feet 
deep. This property is on Sixth street. 
and the price is the highest even yet 
paid for property on that street. The 
new buyers will erect an eight-story 
building on the property. Wells-Fargo 
Company have very recently bullt in 
that immediate neighborhood, and the 
Failing estate is preparing to put up a 
four-story building on the next block, 
the corner of Fifth and Alder streets, 
for a big hardware store.

While this condition pre- 
vails, thousands who*have had their 
minds set upon California will be able 
to dispose of their business invest- 
ments in. other cities and move out 
here. At home the architects’ offices 
are all pretty well crowded with or- 
ders for houses, hotels, flats, business 
and office blocks, and every kind of 
structure known to the bullder's trade. 
The expansion of suburban and inter- 
urban rallroads is going forward as 
rapidly as at any time in the past five 
years. This insures the expenditure 
of $5,000,000 or $6,000,000 during the 
year in this line of enterprise, more 
than half of which will be paid in 
wages to the workmen whose homes 
are in or very close to the city. The

USIC AND 
MUSICIANS. 


ANFREDO CHIAFFARELLI is 
the most picturesque musical 


M figure in Los Angeles. 


He is likewise about the most pa- 
thetic—for he has been years in this 
country, and he is still unable to say 
a whole phrase of anything in the Eng- 


lish language. 

Really, if he meets you in the even- 
ing, he is likely to say good morning— 
and vice-versa, he might tell you good 
evening in the forenoon. 

But Chiffarelli can talk one language 
that everybody understands, and that 
jis music. Away from his desk he am- 
{ples and shuffles with a vacant-eyed 
stare and a stoop-shouldered posture 
that would do credit to the real Man 
With the Hoe. With a baton in his 
hand he is a new-created being, and 
his stoop becomes a ferocious crouch, 
as he drives or subdues the harmonic 
regiment before him. 

This man and his band of fifty men 
are the winter musical feature of the 
Chutes. At the Chutes, you know, 
there is a miniature railroad, a gang of 
barbarians, a huge circle swing, a big 
menagerie, and all the what-not of di- 
version usually to be found in such 
out-of-door places. Now at times, 
when Chiaffarelli is gently leading his 
orchestra down the idyllic paths of a 


— 


dolce adagio, the aforesaid train will 


come tooting along, the big he-lions 
will vociferously awake, and the Igor- 
rotes will start a tom-tom dance. Then 
the maestro’s face is a study in sub- 
dued diabolical rage. Grinding his 
teeth he hurries. his pianissimo up into 
the crescendo path, and once upon the 
broad highway of fortissimo launches 
Whole convulsions of contortive-plead- 
dings, and in the finales the lion’s roar 
dies into a frog’s creak, and the train 


and the Igorrotes—oh, where are they! 


Chiaffarelli is known as the best ar- 
ranger among all the Italian band-men 
at present in Southern California—and 


they are many. His scores would fill 


entire books, and his operatic adap- 
tations include whole and scenes, 
many preludes, and numerous cele- 
brated arias. 

His newest plan is for an arrange- 
ment of the whole fifteen rhapsodies of 
Liszt, many of which have never been 
done by a band, and some—indeed— 
have been done very poorly. Of this 
group, Chiaffarelli’s first completed at- 
tempt is the Ninth Rhapsody, a mas- 
ter work that he presented for the first 
time some few weeks ago. His latest 
is an entire rearrangement of the Sec- 


‘ond Rhapsody, during a production of 
which artist Harciman drew the car- 


toons reproduced herewith. 

Chiaffarelli is a most spiritless and 
unjointed specimen of humanity, as he 
sits in his directorial chair, awaiting 
the moment for commencement. He is 
rather prop up, as it were, by 
Eliseo DiMitris, Napolilli, Zannini and 
the rest who sit directly around him. 
He has a fashion of looking out into 
his audience with eyes that take in 
everything, yet see nothing. Friends 
in the line of his glance first bow 
pleasantly, then in barrassment, 
and finally in humiliation, as he looks 
straight at them, yet without a sign of 
recognition. 

Chiaffarelli is so earnest and sincere 
that he becomes the target for all sorts 


boldly into the mystical sea of his in- 
spirational harmonies. He leaves his 
sense of fun in his chair, and he is a 
genuine mark for round-face Orlando, 
who grinningly plays an alto, and an- 
other little mischief, who raises pande- 
monium on the trap-drum. 

Chiaffarelli’s singing is not a la Ca- 
ruso, to say the least, but his devotion 
to art transports him clear out of him- 
seif, and in duets, trios, or the immor- 
tal sextette from “Lucia,” his plain- 
tive tones frequently rise in the softer 
passages, much to thé amusement of 
tre listeners, and sometimes to the 
embarrassment of the solo players.

Training of Children. 
The observer in educational matters 

cannot fail to be impressed with the 

fact that careful thought is being given 

to the matter of the musical training 

of children. The time was when chil- 


dren were expected to go through a 
weary grind of scales, exercises, “‘rec- 
reations,” pieces, etudes, etc., and thus 
become players. Possibly they did be- 
come players, but they did not often 
become musicians. The childre# re- 
belled at the course of study prescribed 
for them, but in vain. The German 
“professor,” who had gone through 
similar discipline under martinet in- 
structors in his own home, could not 
believe that this course was not suited 
to American children. It was good 
for German children, and must be the 
right thing anywhere and everywhere.. 
He told parents so with much empha- 
sis. And parents heeded. 

influence of another Ger- 
man of different ideas began to make 
itself felt in education. Froebel’s prin- 
ciples gained ground and American 
teachers were quick to see the value 
and the applicability of these princi- 
ples to the musical instruction of chil- 
dren. The reien of the old ideas was 
over. The children were to be studied 


peculiar needs. 
fore earnest men and women over all 
the land gave themselves heart and 
soul to the work. Elementary teach- 
ing lost its drudgery and was no longer 
considered suitable only for girls and 
superannuated teachers. 

We take this opportunity to urge 
young men and women who have 
chosen the musical profession to give 
thought to the matter of the teach- 
ing of children. There are many 
points to be studied. The children 
must be attracted, must be interested 
and must be held to their interest.

The invention of printing was re- 
ceived with alarm, because so many 
copies could be made that ideas would 
be scattered broadcast. In 16387 the 
number of printers and master found- 
ers in England was limited by a decree 
of the Star Chamber; and penalties 
of whipping, the pillory, and imprie- 
onment, were imposed for publishing 
without the consent of the licensers. 
When Laud was made Archbishop of 
Canterbury, he became the chief li- 
censer by virtue of his office. 

This attempt to suppress the dif- 
fusion of knowledge called forth Mul- 
ton's famous “Areopagitica,” or “Ap- 
peal for the Liberty of Unlicensed 
Printing,” which shows most vividly

In the reign of Queen: Anne, taxes 
were imposed upon printed papers. 

All 
newspapers were compelled to bear 
government stamps. This stamp act 
was one of the agencies which com- 
pelled the suspension of Richard 
Steele’s Spectator. Milner-Gibson, Col- 
lett, Bright, Cobden, Gladstone, and 
others worked for many years to get 
Parliament to remove these taxes on 
knowledge. 

They were met with the same ar- 
guments which the advocates of the 
remoyal of the duty on works of art 
will meet. It would reduce the reve- 
nue, they were told: but, when Par- 
Hament did see the light and removed 
these taxes, the loss to the English 
revenues was many, many times great- 
er than the loss to the United States 
treasury would be if the duty on art 
was removed. The returns from this 
duty are very insignificant compared 
with the edueationa) benefits which 
would foll its removal. 

It was that a lot of trashy lit 
erature would be foisted on the pub- 
lic; but, as Milton pointed out in his 
pamphiet, ‘there was a distinct edu- 
cational value in the contrast pre- 
sented by the good and the bad, and, 
at any rate, the benefits far outweighed 
the evils.

Immense bodies 
Sf sulphide ores remained, and for 
years unsuccessful experiments were 
made to deal with these economicaliy.

The imports into the United States 
have practically doubled during the 

t seven years. In round figures the 
ncrease as between the years 1898 and 
1905 is 70 per cent. in foodstuffs, 77 
per cent. in manufactured goods, 90 
per cent. in luxuries and 117 r cent. 
in manufacturers’ material. he term 
“luxuries,” it is to be noted, under the 
classification established by the gov- 
ernment Bureau of Statistics, is chiefly 
made up of manufactures of the bigher 
grades, such as lacings and edgings. 
plushes and velvets, wines and spir- 
its, manufactures of tobacco and jew- 
elry and other manufactures of gold 
and silver. As regards simple mate- 
rials the largest increases are in raw 
silk, raw cotton, wool, unmanufac- 
tured fibers, tin, crude rubber, hides 
and skins, unmanufactured tobacco and 
copper. In regard to the last-named 
commodity it has to be noted that the 
copper is largely brought into the 
United States for smelting or refining 
and with the purpose of extracting the 
precious metals which it contains in 
the form in which it is bro t. Among 
foodstuffs sugar shows the test 
rise, and among manufactured articles 
the most striking increase occurs in the 
high-grade manufactures of silk and 
cotton.

Hence, as above 
stated, Mexican exports, in the fiscal 
year 1904-19065, exceeded by $30,300,000 
the volume of her imports from al 
the nations of the world. 
Mexico is a land of miracies, not the 
miracies of healing at the sacred 
shrines of Guadalupe, Remedios or 
Sacra Monte, but miracles of modern- 
ization. One of these is the Mexican 
National Flyer, the handsome train of 
the merger system, that now runs tri- 
weekly and direct from this city and 
St. Louis, but which may soon be 
made a datly run. The run is now 
made in sixty hours, and the first 
train came in last week ahead of time 
Now the National lines and the Gould 
system that makes this joint run, talk 
of reducing the time to fifty hours. It 
was the idea of the railroad combina- 
tion to arrange the train, sooner or 
later, so a business man might leave 
this city at the close of business on 
one day and arrive in St. Louis in time 
to transact business on the third day. 
The combined lines, however, will op- 
erate the sixty-hour schedule for two 
months, and by that time will be able 
to determine whether it can reduce it 
to fifty hours. 
From Mexico City to St. Louis it 
is about 1760 miles, via the me 
route, But the condition of the 
bed and rolling stock of the National 
lines has to be — even though 
the Gould stock is steady. .

Those who 
cannot muster faith enough to persuade 
themselves that they @annot go on liv- 
ing indefinitely should endeavor to 
emulate Methuselah who, Dr. Round 
reminds us, lived to be 969 years old. 
“Surely,” said the doctor, “that ie a 
better ideal than the current three 
score years and ten and equally au- 
thoritative.” And it people can’t con- 
vince themselves that they may — 
Methuselah’s longevity record ey 
might fix their ideal on Moses, who, 
accordai to Scripture, “was an hun- 
dred and twenty years old when he 
died; his eye was not dim nor his 
natural force abated.” 

The thing to be fought against and 
eliminated is what Dr. Round calls the 
“death instinct.” That, it appears, is 
something which has been transmitted

The Neo-Physicists and Their 
Theory of iInconsistancy — Matter | 
Not Annihilated, Because There is 
No Matter—The Mind Huris Itself 
Against Multiple Mirrors of Deceit.

Our present science modern,“ we are 
fond of calling it, forgetting that what 


is modern quickly becomes ancient—is 


based on constancy, on the assumed 
indestructibility of matter and energy. 
Both, according to our view, may 
change in form or in availability, never 
in absolute quantity. This principle, in 
the minds of some thinkérs, has been 
somewhat rudely shaken by recent dis- 
ccveries. A few, calling themselves 
“neo-physicists,”" or so-called by 
others, are trying to raise a new struc- 
ture on what they are pleased to re- 
gard as the ruins of the old. Among 
these iconoclasts is Mr. Gustave Le 
Bon, who has just written a book en- 
titled “The Evolution of Matter“ 
(Paris, 1905.) In this he telis us that 
declaration of constancy 
“nothing is created: nothing is lost.“ 
will have to be modified. In a review 
contributed to the Revue Scientifique, 
Mr. Henri Piéron concludes that Mr. 
Le Bon is too radical, although much 
that he asserts is in accord with twen-* 
tieth century science.

Nothing is created; everything dis- 
appears.“ Such is they motto of this 
book, from which t ldness of the 
author may be imagined. Mr. Le 
Bon has deduced ceriain fundamental 
concepts of the philosophy of science 
which, on the one hand, rest on exper.

“Let us flee from such. a domain 


where the play of illusion makes the 
mind hurl itself against the multiple 
mirrors of deceit, and let us get back 
to the region of scientific hypothe- 
sis. . . On this ground it must be 
acknowledged that the ideas of Mr. 
Le Bon on the. ‘dematerialization’ of 
matter are singularly mn accord not only 
with his own experiments but also with 
all the most recent discoveries... . . 

“And nevertheless everything is not 
lost, for matter gives birth to energy, 
and energy that disappears in the ether 
is still existent, even if it does not ap- 
pear in directly perceptible aspects, 
perception implying the presence of 
matter. Thus the new principle holds 
for matter only, now, if matter is but 
a passing form, as it were a concen- 
tration of energy and if energy alone 
really exists, then we may still say 
that nothing is either created or lost, 
for energy is not lost in the exact 
sense of the word; that is, it is not 
annihilated. 

„And matter is not annihilated, be- 
cause there is no matter in the sense of 
substance; because matter is but an 
aspect, a pasing form, of which we 
have no positive proof that it may not 
reappear, after the diffusion of energy. 
At bottom the real principle that 
the neo-physicists put fofward is that 
of inconstancy. We have asserted the 
absolute constancy of mass and of en- 
ergy, and now it would appear neces- 
sary to admit their variability. 

“But even this inconstancy does not 
correspond to a very profound view. 
On the one hand, it appears only in in- 
finitesimal proportions, which are al- 
most without effect on the prediction 
necessarily at short range—that con- 
stitute the end of science, so that our 
science (that is to say, science, since 
we cannot conceive of any other,) rests 
on principles of constancy, and success- 
fully so, for predictions founded on its 
laws are verified. And on the other 
hand, in case of some other kind of 
science than ours, it would be possible 
to regard matter as only a form of en- 
ergy, so that the principle of conserva- 
tion of energy should still be pre-

Philippine Stamps to be | 
Ready in the Spring.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—For months 
the people of the Philippine Islands 


have been, deprived of the use of their 


new series of postage stamps,. while 
the officials of the Manila government 
struggled with the momentous ques- 
tion whether or not the native mes- 
senger boy depicted on the special de- 
stamp should wear clothes. 
finally won out and the 


When Dewey sailed into Manila Bay 
and destroyed the Spanish fleet ‘and 
took possession of the city and islands 
in the name of the United States gov- 
ernment, he found the Filipinos using 
postage stamps bearing the likeness of 
the nine-year-old boy King, Alfonso 
of Spain. At the top of each .stamp 
in small type appeared the words 
“Filipinas.” The use of these stamps 
was continued pending the completion 
of American occupation and the de- 
termination of the character of the 
stamps that should supersede the 
Spanish issue. a 
Here a serious problem confronted 
the officials of the United States. The 
situation was altogether new; what 
kind of stamps should be furnished the 
Filipinos, anyway. The precise status 
of the islands at that time was in 
doubt and their ultimate disposition 
still more a matter of profound mys- 
tery. To continue the use of the 
stamps depicting the Spanish King 
was out of the question. To overprint 
“U.S.A.” on these stamps was almost 
equally objectionable to the Filipinos; 


they had seen enough of the King of 


Spain. The use of United States 
stamps would involve confusion, %t 
least until a departmental policy could 
be determined. Finally, with some 
misgivings, it was decided to over- 
print our current stamps with the word 
“Philippines.” Accordingly United 


States stamps were surcharged “Phil- |. 


ippines’ in heavy black type, diago- 
nally across the entire face of the 
stamp. For about seven years the 
Filipinos have tolerated, although not 
without some complaint, these ugly, 
meaningless stamps. 

A year ago it was decided to issue a 
distinctive series of stamps for the 
Philippines and the artists of the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing in this 
city were authorized to prepare draw- 
ings. The designs were completed last 
summer and the dies made and plates 
prepared for printing. Before execui- 
ing the order of the War Department 
for the stamps, however, it was 
thought advisable to submit die proofs 
of the stamps, impressions made from 
the original dies on cardboard, to the 
postal authorities at Manila for a final 
O. K. It was suggested that if the 
proofs were satisfactory a cable mes- 
sage to this effect would expedite the 
issuance of the new stamps. 

Weeks dragged along into months 
and still no cable from Manila regard- 
ing the die proofs. Finally it was an- 
nounced that Mr.“ Forbes, an official 
of the Philippine postoffice, would ar- 
rive in Washington in December and 
take up the matter of the Philippine 
stamps with the Insular Bureau of the 
War Department and the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing. Mr. Forbes 
arrived about the first of the year, 
but on account of the importance of 
the matter to be considered it was 
deemed advisable to defer the confer- 
ence until the arrival of Gov.-Gen, 
Luke Wright. Gov. Wright arrived 
and the conference has been held. 

It developed that the new series of 
stamps was generally satisfactory. In 
fact the native Filipinos who were 
permitted to see the proofs went into 
ecstacies over the new designs and 
bright colors. Two objections were 
raised, however, and these objections 
have been the subject of prolonged. 
and earnest consideration. 

The most serious criticism was aimed 
at the special delivery stamp which 
depicted the native runner. It will he 
recalied that the earlier United States 
special delivery stamps represented a 
messenger boy in uniform, on the run, 
a leather pouch slung over his shoul- 
der within which was the letter to be 
delivered. Later the messenger was 
placed upon a bicycle as is shown on 
the current special delivery stamp. As 
the bicycle is a vehicle but little 
known in some parts of the Philippines 
it was deemed inadvisable to introduce 
the wheel upon the special delivery 
stamp. Accordingly the artist was in- 
structed to picture a native Filipino 
trotting across the land of the Tagi- 
logs. .ne artist made some little in- 
quiry and obtained a representation of 
a native Filipino runner and depicted 
him, attired in nothing more stylish 
than a “coolie’” hat and an abbrevi- 
ated shirt. Otherwise he was nude. 
In his hand the a holds the let- 
ter. 

When the ials of the Philippin 
government set their eyes on this 
stamp they balked. That the artist 
had truly portrayed the native runner 
m all his clothesless glory was freely 
admitted, but it was alleged that pic- 
tured thus, in brilliant ultramarine, 
franking important mail matter, this 
native in deshabille would shock the 
sensibilities of the upper classes. Then, 
also, the officials had a thought of-the 
shock to the people of the United 
States who should receive special de- 
livery letters bearing this stamp. 

On the other hand it was pointed out 
that upon certain stamps issued by 
African countries natives are depicted 
in even more glaring undress, and yet 
the officials of the Universal Postal 
Union, who have an eye to propriety, 
raised no objections... it was also sug- 
gested that to picture a native Filipino 
runner in any other costume than that 
shown on the stamp would be to dis- 
regard the traditions of the natives: 
a Fillpino runner in uniform would 
present a spectacle as incongruous as 
a football player in tights. Notwith- 
standing all these arguments it was 
finally decided by the high authorities 
that postage stamps fathered by the 
United States could not be used to pic- 
ture bare legs and the order has gone 
forth to make a new design for the 
special delivery stamp and put the 
messenger in uniform of some sort. 

The second objection raised was that 
nowhere upon the Philippine stamps 
did the word postage“ appear. It 
was made clear to the officials, how- 
ever, that Uuus ws not a serious ob- 
jection, if, indeed, it was necessary to 
use the word postage.“ A stamp col- 
lector called the attention of the au- 
thorities to the fact that the word 
postage“ does not appear upon many 
of the stamps of the British ¢olontes.

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‘IN THE BARLY DAYS. 


In the early days it was easy to ac- 
quire large areas of crown lands by 
purchase at low prices, and the best 
land was selected by first comers, as 
in other new countries, and locked up 
in great estates, which prevented close 
settlement and * — 

ond the toral stage. 

— of small agricultural 
communities separated and prevented 
from expanding by large properties oc- 
cupied by a few managers and shep- 
herds, and the new settler was obliged 
to go into the back blocks and take 
up land where there were no roads, no 
facilities of any sort for getting his 
produce to market. To meet the de- 
mand of the people for accessible land, 
John McKenzie, Minister for Lands, in- 
troduced in 1892 the “Lands for Settie- 
ment Act,” which authorized the gov- 
ernment to purchase large esiates 
from private owners and cut them up 
into small farms, to be occupied under 
the lease in perpetuity tenure. The 
rental ie fixed at 56 per cent. of the 


J cost of acquisition and subdivision, and 


the price of the property is deter- 
mined either by a special board, or 
by a compensation court when the 
poard and the owner cannot agree. If 
the owner does not wish to sell, the 
government may take the land under 
condemnation proceedings, the owner 
having the right to retain an area 
fifty acres if he chooses. — 

One of the first properties taken com- 
pulsorily under this act was the Che- 
viot estate, a great tract 8 to 
sheep raising and supporting the own- 
er and « tow shepherds. The estate| 
has been subdivided into farms, village 
homestead settlements, small grazing 
runs and pastoral runs, and is now 
occupied by 383 tenants, who hold 76,- 
000 acres, for which they pay to the 
government a yearly rental, of about 
$70,000. The population, exclusive of 
the townships and freehold within the 
boundaries of the estate, numbers 758 

and the settlers have es-

pended $475,000 on improvements. More 
than 7000 acres are cultivated, and the 
stock on the leaseholds consists of 78.— 
000 sheep, 1200 cattle and 860 horses. 


ACQUIRED ESTATES. 


Since the ihauguratién of the system 
the government has acquired 136 es- 
tates, comprising 716,224 acres, at @ 
cost of about $15,000,000, and placed 
upon the land 10,283 persons, who have 
made improvements to the value of 
about $4,000,000, and paid in rent and 
purchase money to the government 
$3,500,000. It is unnecessary to go fur- 
ther into statistical details to show 
that the policy of breaking up huge es- 
tates, substituting fgrmers for land 
barons, and making the land support 
thousands of producers instead of a 
small number of rich men and poor 
shepherds, has been beneficial to the 
country. 

The land laws of New Zealand, like 
almost all other legislation of the past 
fifteen years in the colony, are de- 
signed primarily to aid the people in 
developing the country and becoming 
producers. The government not only 
makes it as easy as possible for a set- 
tler to obtain land, but aids him in 
making improvements. Prior to 18%, 
many colonists were struggling under 
the burden of high rates of interest 
and heavy legal expenses of mortgages, 
which hindered the settlement and de- 
velopment of farming lands, and to 
meet that condition and afford relief 
to the people, the advances-to-settlers 
act was . The act and its 
amendments authorized the govern- 
ment to borrow £4,000,000 at 4 per 
cent., and loan the money to settiers 
on mortgages at 5 per cent. One re- 
sult was an immediate decline in rates 
of interest, and it is computed that 
the saving to mortgagees effected by 
the operation of the act hag been more 
than $40,000,000. granted on 
the fixed-loan plan may be for any pe- 
riod not exceeding ten years, and the 
principal is repayable at the end of the 
term, or may be repaid in whole or in 
part at any time. Interest is reducible 
to 4% per cent. when paid promptly. 
On the instalment plan, seventy-three 


| half-yearly payments at the rate of £3 


for every £100 of the loan, less the 
rebate for prompt payment, wipe out 
principal and interest. Payment of in- 
terest and installment may be made at 
any money-order postoffice in the col- 
ony, free of all cost for remitting the 
money to Wellington. 

Up to March 31. 1906, the General 
Board had authorized 15,349 advances, 
amounting to £6,042,555, but 1990 ap- 
plicants declined the partial grants 
offered to them, leaving the net ad- 
vances 13,359 in number, and a Hittle 
more than £4,000,000 in amount. The 
actual balance of principal owing at 
that date was 42.766.916. The cost of 
management is equal to sixteen-hun- 
dredths of 1 per cent. of the capital 
employed, there have been no losses on 
advances, and there are practically no 
arrears. j 7 

As a result of the land policies in- 
augurated by Sir John McKenzie and 
the Liberal ministry, there are now 
21,006 crown tenants, holding 16,973,554 
acres, and paying a total yearly rent- 
al of £401,145, or bout $2,000,000 in 
round numbers. 


INFLUENCED BY HENRY GDORGE 

The New Zealanders have been influ- 
enced in thelr economic thinking by 
the writings of Henry George and 
other social philosophers, but they have 


not adopted any doctrine or theory | and 


in its entirety. They have not hesitat- 
ed to take whatever seemed good to 
them from any system and “try it 
on.“ and in so doing they have noi 

nsidered themselves committed to 
t theories of any school. The Single 
Tazers profess to see in the ‘applica- 
tion of a part of the George pro- 
gramme to land taxation an entering 
wedge for the whole scheme, but the 
Single Tax idea is not popular, and is 
not likely to be adopted in its entirety. 
The land tax of New Zealand is as- 
sessed on the unimproved valuc, and 
all improvements are absolutely ex- 
empt from taxation. The George system 
would tax all land to the full rental

value, but New Zealand exempts the 
small farm and goes after the big es- 
tate- with a graduated land tax. 

An owner of land, the unimproved 
value of which, together with mort- 
gages owing to him, does not exceed 
£1500, after deducting mortgages owed 
by him, is allowed an exemption of 
£500. Where the value exceeds 41500, 
the exemption diminishes by one pound 
for every two pounds increase in value, 
so that when the value reaches £2600 
there is no exemption. Ie the total un- 
improved value of land amounts to 
£5000 or over, the graduated land tax 
is imposed in addition to the ordinary 
land tax, the graduations beginning 
at the rate of one-sixteenth of a penny 
on the pound, and increasing by K- 
teenths to the maximum of threepence 
on the pound. Fifty per cent. additional 
is levied when the owner is not a resi- 
dent in the colony. 

Under this system, the owner of a 
small farm worth less than £2500, ex- 
clusive of improvements, pays no land 
tax, while the absentee landlord own- 
ing a large estate is taxed 60 heavily 
that he is likely to find the privi- 
leges of a land baron too expensive, 
and to take an early opportunity to 
sell out to the government or to cut up 
his estate and sell it off in small lots: 
to actual settlers. 

LARGE HOLDINGS DISCOURAGED. 

The object aimed at and attained by 
the graduated land tax is the discour- 
agement of large holdings. Many es- 
tates have been offered to the govern- 
ment, and many others have been put 
on the market directly by the owners. 

Combined with the land tax is a 
graduated income tax working along 
similar lines. The income tax is gen- 
erally assessable on all income, but 
because it is levied in conjunction with 
the land tax, income derived ¢rom the 
land is exempt in order to avoid du- 
plicate taxation, on the principle that 
where the capital is taxed the income 
earned by such capital should be ex- 
empt. Incomes up to £300 (or about 
$1500) are exempt, and that amount 18 
taken off all taxed incomes, so that 
a person having a net income of $2000 
would pay on $500 only. Incomes of 
over $5000, after deducting the $1600 ex- 
emption, are taxed at double rate. The 
statutory exemption is not allowed to 
absentees, nor in any case to com- 
panies. 

The net assessed incomes for the last 
fiscal year amounted to five and one- 
half million pounds sterling or some- 


thing over $25,000,000, and the net tax- be 


able value of land and mortgages was 
about $360,000,000. The income tax 
yielded about a million dollars and the 
land tax about a million and a half. 
The number of income tax-payers was 
8934, and the number of land-tax pay- 
ers, 22,778. The total number of land- 
owners was 115,713; less than 20 per 
cent. of them paying direct tax. 

The followers of Henry George may 
regard such a system as an “entering 
wedge” for the Single Tax, but there 
is no resemblance between the two sys- 
tems, an dobviously the Single Taxers 
will have difficulty in {persuading the 
ninety-odd thousand ‘small farmers 
who pay no tax that it would be a good 
thing to levf taxes on all land to the 
extent of its full rental value. 

Prof. Parsons of Boston, who wrote 
a buiky book on New. Zealand without 
ever having gone to the country—a book 
colored by Ms author's socialistic en thus- 
lam and therefore often misleading 
and inaccurate because of the substitu- 
tion of theory for fact—says the lease in 
perpetuity is the most popular tenure, 

that the people “dislike freehold.” 
On the contrary the preference for the 
right of acquiring freehold is plainly in- 
dicated in the reports of the Land Com- 
missioners. Of the crown lande selected 
on the optional system 1,049,928 acres are 
held by 3597 t ts under lease in per- 
petuity; 1.422. 79 acres are held by 5124 
persons under occupation with right 
of purchase tenure, and 291,167 acres 
have been sold for cash to 1904 persona. 
During the last year ninety-nine hold- 
ers of 22,688 acres converted thefr oc- 
cupation licenses into freeholds. 
PRESENT AGITATION. 


— — 


There is a strong agitation for ex- 
tension of the freehold option to lands 
held under lease in and a 


resolution embodying that idea was 
adopted recently in Parliament. The 
government is trying to discourage the 
agitation, but if the people insist on 
the measure, it will be granted, for. the 
government of New Zealand is purely 
representative and responsive to poptu- 
lar de Premier Seddon does not 
insist on giving the people what he 
thinks they should want or ought to 
have. If he cannot persuade them to 
want what he thinks is best for them, 
he obeys their behest and does what 
they want him to do. In last 
analysis the people of New Zealand are 


its rulers. The government is their 
government in fact, not—aéd the 
United States for examp only 


in theory. 

I found radical differences of opinian, 
even among the land officials, concern- 
ing the causes of the freehold agita- 
tion. A commissioner of crown lands 
thought the demand for freehold was 
largely sentimental in its . origin, an 
expression of the ineradicable desire 
of the Anglo-Saxon to own land, and 
that it h been fomented by specula- 
tors and money-lenders, who want to 
trade in land and mortgages. Lease- 
holders, who had assisted by the 
government to cl eir land and 
build homes, he d, were the most 
clamorous, being incited by scheming 
speculators, and he foresaw, as a re- 
sult of granting their demand, mort- 
gages and foreclosures and the loss of 
land to small farmers. The extension 
of freehold also would facilitate the 


breaki up ot large holdings. He 
conceded, however, that freehold was 
more encouraging to dush settlers“ 
pioneers of the back blocks—as it gave 
more heart to a man in the work of 
clearing the wilderness if he felt that 
the land reclaimed would be his own. . 

Another band official thought the 
chief cause of the freehold agitation 
was the fear of revaluation of leased 
land, as demanded by the Socialists 
and the Single Taxers. That fear had 
stirred up the crown tenants, and he 
did not think the speculators and 
money-lenders had much to do with 
the movement. | 

COMMISSION'S REPORT. 

Last year a Royal Commission in- 
vestigated all matters affecting the 
crown lands of the colony and made 
an exhaustive report for the guidance 
of the government in recasting its land 
policy. The commission found through- 
out the colony “a general desire to ac- 
quire the freehold, the favorite tenure

“The main objections urged against

culty of obtaining money on it as a 
security, the fear of revaluation, and 
that the settler is precluded from in- 
vesting his a in his own holding. 
The difficulty of obtaining adequate 
advances, either from the Advances to 
Settlers Office or from private sources, 
was much in evidence from numerous 
witnesses; and the fear of revaluation, 
and by implication breach of contract, 
is also very general, due, as many wit- 
nesses affirmed, to what they read in 
the public press of proposals to that 
effect. Even tf the fear of revaluation 
were removed, it is evident that there 
is a deep-seated desire to have the 
freehold: something, as settlers say, 
they can call their own, free from re- 
Strictions, inspections, and paying of 
rent. To obtain the right of freehol4’ 
they would willingly pay up, with in- 
terest, the difference between the 4 per 
cent. rent they are paying now on the 
capital value under lease in perpetuity 
and the 6 per cent. pald by settlers who 


hold under occupation with right ot 


urchase. 

“In the Land for Settlements there 
is to some extent the same fear of re- 
valuation, difficulties in finance, and 
a desire ultimately to obtain the free- 
hold of the land at the original price 
of the land on which they now pay a 
rent of 6 per cent, per annum. 

“It is evident that any sense of in- 
security in the minds of settiers must 
seriously injure rural progress, Stabil 
ity of tenure is, of necessity, a condi- 
tion antecedent to and inseparable 


from the energetic development of the} has 
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tonsidered, exercise a very harmful ef- 
fect upon settlement. It is question- 
able if the remaining crown lands, 
which are chiefly of a rugged character 
and remotely situated, would find oo- 
cuplers under a system of lease provid- 
ing for periodical revaluation.” 

In conclusion, the commissioners 


“We are firmly of opinion that in the 
disposal of what may for distinction 
be termed the ordinary crown land 
the option of obtaining the freehold 
should be granted after fulfilment as 
subsequently outlined of residential, 
improvement, and sather conditions; 
this to apply to existing holdings as 
well as to those in future, the pay- 
ments to be gradual and extending 
over a term of years; the lments 
to be £10 sterling, or a multiple of 
£10, as may suit the settler best at 
each half-year when the rent is due; 
no certificate of title to issue until all 
the purchase-money is paid; rent to be 
reduced proportionally to the payments 
made in reduction of the original price 
of the land. „The granting of the right 
to obtain the freehold will be a source 
of great satisfaction to the laborious 
settler struggling on from year to year 
through many obstacles and privations

Queen Isabella 
II. a lineal descendant, ruled over 
Spain from 1833 until in 1868 she was 
driven from the throne by revolution- 
ists who could no longer tolerate her 
personal misconduct and moral short- 
comings. She fied to Paris and died 
ov less than two years ago, April 9, 


1833, had not her mother, Queen Maria 
Christina, prevailed upon King Ferdi- 
nand to repeal that part of the Salic 
law in‘ force since 1713 by which fe- 
males could ascend the throne only tn 
case of the total extinction of the male 
line. The edict of King Ferdinand re- 
stored the old Castilian law by which 
the daughters and granddaughters of 


brothers and nephews. As Ferdinand 
had no sons, this new law insured the 
succession of Isabella II. and thus de- 
prived the King's younger brother, 
Don Carlos, of his succession under the 
Salic law. Here we have the begin- 
ning of the Don Carlos troubles that 
racked Spain for so many years. 
Isabella II., though only three years 
old at the death of her father, was im- 
mediately proclaimed Queen, under the 
regency of her mother who was a dis- 
solute woman.

This is assurediy the most striking 
book that has ever been written on 
the life of Christ. As an interpreta- 
tion of the acts and words of Jesus. 
it is a piece of most beautiful insight, 
whether or not the reader agrees with 
all the viewpoints. It makes one un- 
derstand the humanity of Christ as has 
no other book, it places before its 
readers a more vivid, real and human 
picture of Him than has any book 

re it; and at the same time it is 
as the Rev. Washington Gladden says 
of it, “utterly reverent and devout.” 
Especially does the account of the 
manner of the story’s writing appeal 
to one: A man condemned to death 
for killing another. a peasant who 
acted under the domination of fanati- 
cal motives and afterwards comes to 
see his mistake (he is called Ferleit- 
ner“ —one who has been led astray) 
begs the priest sent to him for a copy 
of the Gospels that he may read in 
them, but is given other religious 
books, since the priest fears him too 
ignorant to interpret the Holy Word 
rightly. In his loneliness, he out of 
memory pieces together the sacred 
story, putting it into his own simple 
language, with his own simple inter- 
pretations, that are, after all, very re- 
markable. The book deserves reading 
for its literary value, if for no other: 
a value that lies partly in its very 
simplicity.

The 
parties took pains to assert that they 
were Ku Klux, which the members of 
the Klan never did. This was evidence 
that these parties were merely aping 
Ku Klux disguises. The proof on this 
point is ample and clear. “After the

sooner or later be generally recogni:

This was one of the things 
which probably led up to his recent 
assassination. “The permit system“ 
merely required the applicants for 
work to leave their names, addresses 
and descriptions at the offices of the 
employing mine owners, so that in 
case of riot, or further destruction of 
life and property, the guilty miscreants 
could be easily traced from the books 
kept by whatever employer had issued 
the permit. It was much like a prison 
record, but certainly necessary. And 
yet, wherein did that “permit system” 
aiffer from the permit system of the 
union? An honest, free-born Amer- 
ican laborer ig forced, in many parts of 
the United States, to go to the union 
for a “card of membership” (another 
name for a permit,) before he can earn 
his bread. Then, too, the union will 
admit culprits, trouble-breeders and 
poor mechanics, without taking their 
description, while in the Coeur 
d’Alenes this class of workmen. are 
altogether barred. It is somewhat like 
tweedledum and tweedlede. 

The “anti-injunction” agitation 
whieh the labor unions have kept up 
for several yea 
ing any tangibie results) is completely 
answered in the following extract from 
the President’s first message to the 
Fifty-ninth Congress. “There has 
been demand,” says the President, 
“for depriving courts of the power to 
issue injunctions in labor disputes. 
Such special limitation of the equity 
powers of our courts would be most 
unwise. It is true that some judges 
have misused this power; but this does 
not justify a denial of the power any 
more than an improper exercise of the 
power to call a strike by a labor leader 
would justify the denial of the right to 
strike. The remedy is to regulate the 
procedure by requiring the judge to 
give due notice to the adverse parties 
before granting the writ, the hearing 
to be ex parte if the adverse party does 
not appear at the time and place or- 
dered. What is due notice must de- 
pend upon the facts of the case: it 
should not be used as a pretext to per- 
mit violation of law or the jeopardiz- 
ing of life or property. Of course, this 
would not authorize the issuing of a 
restraining order or injunction in any 
case in which it is not already author- 
ized by existing law.” This is the 
keynote of the whole question. But 
the ears of the agitator are not at- 
tuned to the music of keynotes.

Not all of the resentment against 
unionism’s tyranny and misuse of 
power is felt by employers and the 
general public.

RUINING YOUNG MEN. 

“I am sufprised at my old friend. 
Rev. Mr. Brown of the Congregation-

laborer, I now take the oppo ity 
to say publicly that I never employ 
any one but a “scab,” and in that 
way enter my protest against a sys- 
tem that is driving our young men 
into lives of idleness. 

“Twenty-five years ago it began to 
be noticed that the absorption of 
American boys into the trades and 
handicrafts was slacking off. This 
| condition grew worse, and thirteen 
years ago the labor commissioner of 
New York State addressed inquiries 
to sixty-five labor unions, asking if 
they objected to boys learning the 
trades and crafts, and if they did ob- 
‘ject, where they expected to get their 
skilled labor. The answers to the 
question were that they did not want 
American boys to take up handicraft 
because they were from the American 
schools, and too independent to obey 
union orders. 

“The effect has been rapidly devel- 
oped. The average age of criminals 
at first conviction has declined until 
it is now under twenty-one years. 
Judge Lawlor of San Francisco says 
that 90 per cent. of such convictions 
in San Francisco are of boys under 21. 

“We have two reform schools in this 
State, and every State north of Mason 
and Dixon's line has from one to five. 
All of these have sprung up in the 
last quarter of a century. When I 
was a boy (I am 64) they were un- 
known. 

ENFORCED IDLENESS. 

“The cause is enforced idleness, be- 
cause the constitutions of unioss will 
not permit apprenticeship 
boys. The bricklayers, for instance, 
have forbidden all apprenticeship for 
twelve years. But foreign immigrants 
who bear cards from European unions 
can go to work in the corresponding 
unions here, though they are supposed 
to wait five years before they can 
vote. Statistics show that 675,000 va- 
cancies are open in this country every 
year, and there are a million immi- 
grants to fill them. To the American 
laborer the unions deny the right to 
labor unless a member of the union 
then refuse permission to

join a union he can get out of the 
country.“ Not even the President of- 
the United States can order a man to 
leave this nation. 

“Leaders like Gompers teach labor 
that the employer is its enemy.

Then 
those who have bravely followed the 


river out into the heart of this Ge- 


henna, try to pick up the thread again, 
and, ere they come upon the cool 
spring at Fort Cady, have sometimes 
been claimed by the thirst demon. 
Yet there came a time when men 
from the hustling business centers of 
the West heard of these beds of alkalis 
out there in the wilder country, and 
they came with trusted guides to study 
and to analyze the deposits and, which 
was of more importance to tho whole 
desert than anything else, to map the 
regions in which they lay. 
enterprises required large 
money, but they have opened 
Southern California three entirely new 


chlorate of soda, Glauber salts 


and several other chemically pure sub- 
stances in smaller quantities can and 
will be produced. The plant of the 
Saline Valley Chemical works, the 
firm controlling this deposit, will be 
located between this city and Re- 
dondo; the methods of refinement and 
preparation as well as marketing of 
the refined product were given. the 
writer by a man well versed in the 
manufacture of soda in other parts of 
the world. 

The two ‘most important natural 
soda deposits of the western country 
are those of: Soda Lake and Danby 
Lake of San Bernardino county, These 
deposits of natural soda may be 
classed, outside of the precious metals, 
as the most valuable mineral contribu- 
tion of nature, and by far the most 
interesting and important from a sci- 
entific standpoint in the United States. 
No natural product is more iscu- 
ously scattered and universally found 
in the Western States than that of 
sodium sulphate and carbonate of 
soda. It impregnates a large portion 
of the desert springs; it shines like 
drifting snow over the desolate 
playas; on the very apex of the lonely 
mountain ranges it sparkles in the 
morning sunlight, emphasizing the in- 
-exorable law of cause and effect. Pa- 
tiently your team plods through the 
soft desert sand and away off yonder, 
a little further, it seems, than the 
strong binoculars carry, you catch a 
faint glimpse here and there of the 
shining soda beds. From a distance 
they appear to cover a hundred acres, 
you are surprised when they are 
reached to know that they compass 
only four or five acres and in reality 
the white crust is but a mist cover- 
ing a fraction of an inch. Nothing is 
more deceiving or disappointing than 
these great saline beds. You stand 
at their very edge and as you gaze 
upon the white shining blanket of soda 
you are easily persuaded that it must 
be at least a foot in thickness. An 
‘Investigation discloses only a light, 
shallow crust from one-sixteenth to 
one-half inch. These frail and nar- 
row deposits while of no value in a 
commercial way contribute as much 
scientific interest as the more impor- 
tant deposits of Soda Lake. 7 

The cause of natural soda is seien 
itifically explained “by the fact that 
the chlorine gases of the former sea, 
being volatile, had been driven off 
with excess of the suiphates predomi- 
‘nating thus attracting the soda prior 
to its complete or absolute chlorine 
saturation and precipitation as a 
chlorine,“ —briefly, the complete evap- 
oration of a great body of saline water 
at some remote geological 
in ite natural state is of a white globu- 
lar form, highly deliquescent, with a 
sharp bitter taste that leaves no doubt 
as to ite identity. The largest and 
most important deposit in the United 
States, is that of Soda Loke of San

This bed of soda covers an area 
of aproximately twelve square miles 
and in many places averages two feet 
in thickness. Here in this gigantic 
cesspool nature by its strange phe- 
nomena has deposited enough natural 
soda to supply the North American con- 
tinent for a century to come. Whence 
it came, like the origin of life itself, 


and adding fuel for mineralogical dis- 
cussion. 

This great dry lake is the last part- 
ing vestige as it were of Lake Aubery, 
that once overflowed what is now the 
Mohave Desert, thence forming a part 
of what is known as the Great Basin.“ 
To the average person, “Soda Lake,” 
as it appears on the map, commands 
but little interest. The thought is not 
always suggested that this lake repre- 
sents the final settling basin of a once 
prodigious sea and that the minerals 
and kindred saline matter that once 
impregnated the ocean proper, have 
found a resting place within its narrow 


borders. 


The inland ocean commonly referred 
to as the Great Basin, occupied the 
entire desert region that lies between 
the Wasatch range of mountains in 
Utah and the Sierra Nevada range in 
California, extending from Oregon 
and Idaho to Arizona. and Lower 
California, and traversing a region 800 
When 
this great body of water that had no 
outlet gradually evaporated, it shrank 
into a series of intricate chained lakes, 
and the lakes subsequently evaporat- 
ed. Soda Lake thus comprises the 
northeast portion of this great saline 
ocean, and it might be properly said to 
be the residue of this sequestered sea. 
The soda of this lake not only is re- 
markable for its quantity but more 
especially for its unusual purity. A 
recent analysis by Laird J. Stabler, 
professor of metallurgy and chemistry 
of the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, gives the following results. 


Value and Uses. 

About the same analytical results 
have been secured from the same lake 
during the last fifty years by Profs. 
Chatard, Blake, Bailey and others. It 
is not absurd to believe that this great 
lake of natural soda may in future 
years be the means of making possi- 
ble a. vast alkali industry on the Pa- 
cific Coast. The prediction has been 
freely made by eminent mineralogists, 
that the natural soda beds of the West 
were eventually destined to control in 
a large measure the alkali industry 
of the United States. It has been fre- 
quently demonstrated that the leading 
alkali compounds of commerce, viz.: 
Soda ash, caustic soda, sal soda, cook- 
ing soda, bleaching soda and similar 
soda compounds, can be manufactured 
from natural sulphate and carbonate 
of soda more advantageously and 
economically than by any other known 
process. The fact is thus conclusive

Indeed, the collecting of this form of 
soda deposit is very similar to the 
process followed in the taking of borax 
from the marshes further east, on the 
edge of Death Valley. 

The refining of the soda at the tide- 
water plant, however, is much simpler, 
there being but one process to be gone 
through, the dissolving and recrys- 
tallization of the chemical, while the 
2 over of crude borax into a 
saleable product is a long and compil- 
cated scheme. Lack of water forbids 
the erection of refineries on the desert,

The ur- 
gency and importance of the utiliza- 
tion of the vast soda beds of the 
western country for commercial pur- 
poses is imminent, especially when one 
pauses to consider that there is an- | 
nually consumed on the Pacific Coast | 
alone almost 100,000,000 pounds of 
caustic soda, soda hyposulphite, soda 
ash, and similar soda compounds and 
that all of these indispensible neces- 
sities are secured only from the East- 
ern States.

How Soda Grows, 

One of the most interesting features 
of this industry is the manner in 
which the soda replaces itself in the 
lake bed after quantities of it have 
been removed. The method of “min- 
ing” the stuff, so to speak, is to send 
a steam shovel over the more solid 
parts of the lake bed, scooping up tons 
and tons of the hard crust and depos- 
iting it in immense wagons similar 
to those known as “header wagons” 
in our wheat and barley belt.

Defective Packing of Goods. 
Describing the condition in which 
piece goods shipped from the United 
States arrive in China, Special Agent 
Crist says: Much of the American 
piece goods comes in machine-pressed 
bales, bound with eight, nine or ten 
ropes, Other countries bse iron bands 
with buckles or locked ends. There 
are sO many disadvantages, and ap- 
parently no advantage save that of 
cheapness, in the use of ropes, which 
are considered most undesirable by 
those engaged in foreign trade at this 
port. The principal disadvantage is 
that the goods arrive in such dam- 
aged condition as to at once place 
them at a higher price, allowing for 
constant loss, than similar goods bet- 
ter packed. The allowance of claims 
for damaged cloth is a constant ele- 
ment in importing American baled 
goods, which does not figure promi- 
nently in the calculation of the prices

Sand Bricks, 

Consul-General Guenther of Berlin 
writes as follows: The Berlin paper, 
Mittag, says that bricks of sand and 
lime, which were first made in 1880, 
but have only been used on a large 
scale for the last eight years, are be- 
coming a dangerous rival to the eid 
style of clay bricks. These new bricks 
consist solely of sand and lime with- 
out any other binding material or in- 
gredient, and they cost much less than 
clay bricks. Furthermore, sand is 
found almost everywhere and factories 
can be placed at points where trans- 
portation is favorable, while the clay 
used for clay bricks is often found in 
locations whence transportation is very 
expensive. The assertion that the 
quality is superior to clay bricks re- 
mains to be proved. The industry is 
too young for a final opinion as to 
how long or well these new bricks 
will last. They possess a very great 
resistance to pressure and can in many 
instances be substituted for clinkers. 
The edges, if the proper pressure is 
employed in their manufacture, are 
sitarp and even; they do not warp, 
and the walls erected from them pre- 
sent an even and uniform appearance. 
The addition to the criminal court- 
house at Berlin-Meabit, the Queen 
Louise Church at Koenigsberg, a large 
part of the new Berlin City Hall, 
numerous Suildings of the War De- 
partment at Berlin, and many struc- 
tures in the Prussian provinces, were 
built of these lime-sand bricks.

One of the coming cities upon the Saskatchewan is 
to be built at Battleford, in the western part of the 
territory, not far from the Afberta line. This town was 
reached last year by the Canadian Northern Railroad, 
and more than a thousand homesteads have been taken 
up on the land surrounding it. Battleford is right in the 
heart of the wheat belt, and it claims to have lands 
tributary to it, equal to the State of New York. 

The climate of Battleford is milder than further east, 
as it is tempered by the Chinook winds. The winter 
is shorter, the thermometer seldom falls as far as 40 de- 
grees below zero, and it remains at that point but a 
few daye at atime. There are two other roads now 
building toward Battleford and it will soon be reached 
by the Canadian Pacific and the Grand. Trunk Pacific. 

Other thriving towns of Saskatchewan are Rosthern, 
which marketed millions of bushels of wheat last year, 
Saskatoon, which already claims to be a city, and whose 
people think it should be the capital of the province; 
Lioydminster, on ite extreme western edge; Moose Jaw 
and Swift Current in the south, as well as Indian Head, 
Weyburn, Milestone and other places. Indeed, the prov- 
ince is already peppered with incipient settlements, 


many of which are aspiring to cityhood.

Shoup as.a Scout. 


HEROISM OF THE LATE SENATOR 
FROM IDAHO.

EEP your eye on Senator Shoup and see where 
he takes his seat in the Senate restaurant,” said

Senator Davis of Minnesota. 


This suggestion was made in private conversation, and 
Senator Davis would give no explanation of his reason 
for exciting the curiosity of the writer. He was a very 
warm personal friend of the Idaho statesman; and, of 
course, it was understood. that there was something 
humorous or interesting in the idea put forth. | 

After several days of observation it became apparent 
that Senator Shoup would not take a seat at lunch time 
in the Senate restaurant unless he could sit facing. the 
door. If the tables were occupied so that he could not 
sit facing the door, he would go out, walk about, talk- 
ing with friends, and await an opportunity to secure a 
seat facing the door. Finally one evening when alone 
with him, the writer told of the suggestion of Senator 
Davis, and the subsequent observations, and the grand 
old man smiled as he said: It is a peculiar habit, and 
I did not suppose that anybody noticed it. Of course 
there is no danger here, but for almost twenty years I 
was obliged to sit facing the door with my revolvers on 
the side of my plate, in order to be ready for trouble: 
and the habit stays with me. I always feel more com- 
fortable when I face the door while I am eating.“ : 

This brings about a revelation concerning the history 
of a remarkable man. Senator Shoup was for many 
years one of the bravest and most active of all the gov- 
ernment scouts on the far Western frontier. One cele- 
rated scout and Indian fighter has traveled all over the 
world, giving exhibitions of frontier life; and he gives

The quiet old man never talked of his prowess, nor of 
his services to the government. His daily life mani- 
fested the sagacity and wisdom of the poet who wrote: 


“The bravest are the tenderest, 
The loving are the daring.” 

Senator Shoup was about five feet ten inches in height, 
broad-shouldered, muscular, light of step, and with alert 
eyes. His emooth-shaven face was strong, but gentle, 
and he was as mild of manner, as a schoolboy. But 
those who knew him well realized that his firm-set jaws 
indicated the determination of character which made 
him famous and beloved in the intermountain region. 
Moreover, he was a philanthropist who loved to help 
those who were disposed to help themselves.

If Gen. Custer had been hossessed of the tact and di- 
plomacy which Senator Shoup once displayed he might 
not have met with such a tragic fate at the hands of 
the Sioux. When he was a lieutenant in the army, on 
one occasion, he had an experience similar to that of 
Custer, but he came out of it alive, and in triumph. He 
ran across a large Indian village, but saved himself and 
his command and captured the enemy. Ex-Senator San- 
ders of Montana, himself one of the bravest of the brave 
frontiersmen, told the story several times, and the writer 
one evening induced Senator Shoup to tell the story in 
detail. He is not alive, and I cannot give the exact date. 
but it was about 1870, or between. 1870 and 1875. It was 
one of the most thrilling of experiences. Senator Shoup: 


gaid:. 


“It was reporied at the fort that three emigrant wag- 
ons had been waylaid on the Cimarron River, their camp 
destroyed, the wagons burned and the people killed or 
made prisoners. I was detailed to bring in the maraud- 
ers. I was given fifty-eight picked men and a sergeant. 
I selected good men, and the sergeant was a veteran fit 
to command a company. We were to bring in the ma- 
rauders who had committed the crime, and to bring back 
their booty; also the prisoners if they were still alive. 


“We soon reached the scene. The Indians had scat- 
tered in all directions Their trails looked like the 
points of a star, radiating from that spot. I paid no at- 
tention to that, but told my guide to lead to the next 
watering place, to the southwest. We reached that 
place the next day. The Indians had been there, had 
watered their horses, and cooked their food, and had 
scattered out in all directions again. That is an old In- 
dian trick, to prevent the soldiers from following their 
trail or to cause delay in following them. f 
“Paying no attention to that delusion, I pushed south- 
westward into the Apache country. We had been out 
from the fort five days, without coming up with the In- 
dians, although we were on the right trail. On the 
morning of the sixth day, as we came over the brow of a 
hill, we caw before us an Apache camp of about 1500. 
As soon as we saw them they saw us. Immediately the 
Indian runners were seen.mounting and rushing out to 
call in the braves. There was no doubt that they would 
attack us, and massacre all of us, if they qould; and of 
course the» were numerous enough to do The men 
all knew that as well as I did. But they were game men, 
and I had perfect confidence in them. Fortunately the,; 
also had confidence in me. 


“I took my troop to the top of the highest hill on the 
plateau and formed them into a hollow square. I told 
them that we must all die game, if it came to a fight, and 
that whoever surrendered would be tortured to death. 
They all knew that, too. I told the men, however, that 
if I could get a parley with the head chief I believed 
that we could get out of the scrape. Remember, we were 
five days away from the fort, and reinforcements could 
not be expected. 

“Within half an hour about 400 Apaches came charging 
down upon us. I told my sergeant that If I got a parley 
the men were to stand immovable until I raised my 
sword. At that signal every rifle on the file facing the 
chief was to be leveled at the chief. And that if I waved . 
my sword the men were to begin firing at the chief and 
his sub-chiefs. 

“Then I rode forth to meet the painted, yelling sav- 
ages. I waved my handkerchief, indicating that 
wanted a parley. The old chief, who seemed to know 
that he had a sure thing anyway, halted his band, and 
came forward with four sub-chiefs, to parley with me. 
He said that I was on his ground, in his country, and 
he intended to kill or capture me and all of my men. 
made my interpreter talk fast, and explain to him that 
was an officer under orders to bring in those maraud- 
ers, and that I meagt no offense to him or his sover- 
eignty, but hoped that he would see that I was simply 
obeying orders. I was standing beside my horse, with 
my left hand on the pommel of the saddle. In those 
days it was easy for me‘to jump into the saddle. The 
old chief sneered, and said that he would make no terms 
except surrender with me. Then I drew my sword, and 
eald: 

“You see the rifles aimed at you. If I wave my sword. 
my men will kill you and your. sub-chiefs before your 
men can fire a shot. I will not surrender, but you must. 
You and your sub-chiefs must walk inside my hollow 
square. 

“They did so; but I made them drop their blankets 
and guns before they reached my line. Then the vid 
chief, under my orders, sent word that the maraude 
must be brought in. The Indians were amazed, but they 
did as he commanded. It took us seven days, dard 
marching,.to get_back to the fort. But we brought in 
the marauders, and 1100 Indians came with us. Of 


course we Were guarding the old chief and sub-chiefs con- 


stantly and kept them under the aim of guns all the 
time. Nevertheless, we had our hours for sleep, as well 
as for guard duty. The marauders were properly dealt 
with; but the old chief. the sub-chiefs andeall of the 
Apaches who followed us back to the fort were given a’ 
barbecue and lots of presents, and we never had any 
trouble with them afterward.”

Birds of the Mountains. 


Hun EaGies AND TINY WARBLERS 


| AMID THE PINES. 
: By a Special Contributor. 
N the last of these papers I said something about the 
hawks of the hills and the many varieties of wood- 
Deckers which live in the hollow trees throughout 
about the same range as the hawks. In the mountains 
back of the hills there are birds of prey larger than the 
hawks, woodpeckers larger even than those the hills, and 
tiny warblers, wrens and kinglets, some few of which 
come down to us in the lowlands at certain seasons of 
the year, but, for the most part, sticking closely to the 
shelter of their rocky cafions and pine-covered flats. 
One of the most interesting of these, as well as one of 
the largest, is the golden eagle. It may be that the 
| bald-headed eagle is a trifle larger than the golden

abouts. The great bronze-backed golden eagle is Call- 
fornia’s individual property, it would seem, for in no 
other State are they 60 numerous or so respected by 
hunters of any class. Formerly it was considered a 
great feat to kill an eagle, but this spirit seems to be 
dying out even among those who yet shoot roadrunners 
and flickers. 

In the northern and central rtions of the State. 
golden eagles frequently build their nests in éompara- 
tively low lands. Certain sections of the great Santa 
Clara Valley have had resident pairs of the birds for 
years, the nests being made in tall oaks which grow by 
thousands along the slopes of that valley. Down in this 
part of the State, however, the golden eagle retires to 
the highest cliffs and ledges of the wildest mougtains. 
| There a great nest is made, frequently larger than a 
| wash tub and lined with soft inner bark of trees and 
bits of corn stalks gathered from fields miles away. Time 
| Was, not so many years ago, when a pair of bald eagles 
_ nested on a rock in the surf to the north of Santa Mon- 
ica, but the waves and the winds have since reduced the 
rock to a crumbling black lump in the surf, and the 
_@agles have probably sought the others of their kind 
that breed on one of Catalina’s rocky faces. The eggs of 
the white-headed eagle are large and almost round, like 
those of some of the owls, pure white in color, occasion- 
ally marked with faint tracings of brown. Those of the 
golden eagle are of a cream-blue ground color, shaded 
| and blotched with various shades of brown, purple and 
lilac. I have never known of a nest of this bird being 
placed in a tree in, this immediate section, though sev- 
eral have been touhd on cliffs and ledges. :

Other warblers of all the many spe- 
cies select somewhat similar nesting sites, indeed, sev- 
eral specles lay eggs which look so much alike as to de- 


celve even the most expert. Among these are the lutes- 


cent warbler, the black-throated gray warbler and, pre- 
sumably, the hermit warbler. | 


Three vireos are also found nesting in the mountains 
or in the higher hills, but they seem to prefer the oak 
regions to the pine groves, where the warblers congre- 
gate. There is, however, much difference between the 
nests of these two species of birds. For the most part 
the warblers select upright forks or comfortable resting 
places on broad limbs in which to place their nests 
These are almost perfect cups, strongly and closely felted 


‘together, lined with the cleanest and best of bark fiber 


torn thread by thread from some dead limb. To make a 
nest like this, two or three Yiches in diameter by as 
many deep, all nicely hollowed out to fit the female's 
body, requires not only time, but patient work. Unlike 
the homes of the hawks and eagles, it cannot be repaired 
each season, but must be made altogether anew. To 
the vireos there is even more work. Each pair selects 
a horizontal fork at the tip of some well-leafed limb 
and between the prongs of this fork hangs a cradle. 
This cradle is not clumsily woven of horsehair, as is 
many an oriole home, nor yet do the vireos have the 
benefit of a glue-like saliva, as do the humming-birds: 
but, without these aids, they make a home which excels 
in beauty either one of these. | 


I have found nests of Hutton’s vireo, two inches deep 
by an inch and a half broad inside, while the walls and 
the bottom added a quarter inch on either side at the 
top and a half inch at the bottom, and composed of 
nothing but the gray inner bark of dead box elder trees. 
Apparently thie material was plenty in the valley below 
the sidehill on which the nest was placed, but even so 
the birds must have made not only hundreds, but thou- 
sands, of trips to the place where the elders grew and 
back again. Added to this, they had all the work of 
stripping the gray material from beneath the jagged 
outer bark, and of tearing it up into such sized pieces 
as they could carry conveniently and make use of in 
their’ home when they -arrived at the nest tr 
In this nest were four pure white eggs. 
smaller than those of the linnet, spotted very faintly 
over the larger end with rusty markings. These Hut- 
ton’s vireos, though quite common in most parts of the. 
State, are secretive little fellows and frequently nest in 
close proximity to the homes of bird lovers all unsus- 
pected by the latter. .

OW that the attention of the world has been called 
once more to Morocco by the conference at Algeci- 
ras and the events which gave occasion for this 
conference, it may be interesting to read the following 
translation from the writings of G. Valbert, a French 


traveler, who has made a close study of Morocco and its

“Of all the countries of Northern Africa, Morocco is 
perhaps the most beautiful because it is the best watered. 
The Moors think that the water courses whose beds are 
filled only in the rainy season are naturally caused by 
the water that falls from the clouds, but that the springs 
and streams which run all the year, whether it rains or

The old man was stabbed through 
the heart, and Wild Bill was all but dead from loss of 
blood, owing to several frightful stabs and a reyolver 
wound. Two of the McCandless gang lay groaning, des- 
perately wounded, and the others were just where they 
had fallen—mute tributes to Wild Bill’s deadly aim. 


Hickock recovered from his wounds, and has fame 
from this encounter spread all over the West. Men in 
the cow towns and mining camps, where the revolver 
was supreme, talked of this new wizard of the gun, 
Wild Bill drifted 


towns of a wicked frontier. He was forced to kill many 
men, for the reason that gun fighters from all over the 
West sought him out for the purpose of slaying him. 
They had no, grudge against Hickock, but merely wished 
the glory of killing the greatest gun fighter of the day. 
They took pot shots at him from behind doorways, or 
fired into the open doors of saloons as Wild Bill stood 
talking. But always their shots went wild, and always 
Wild Bus leaden answers were effective.

An instance of the constant danger to which Wild Bill 
Was exposed was shown in Dodge City, Kan. Wild Bill 
was in a saloon, talking, when a man who pretended to 
be drunk shambled up to within a few feet of him. Then 
the fellow straightened up, flashed a revolver which he 
held within a foot of Bill's breast, and said jubilantly: 
“Now I've got you, Wild Bill!” 

Without moving his hand from the bar or his foot 
from the rail, Wild Bill gazed over the man’s shoulder 
and said, as if addressing some one in the rear: “Don’t 
shoot him in the back.” 

Fearful of being shot in the back by one of Wild Bill’s 
friends, the man turned his head an instant, and that 
instant was sufficient for Bill to draw and shoot him 
through the heart. As the man fell, Wild Bill replaced 
his hand on the bar and calmly went on talking. But 
for his wonderful quickness of thought, as well as of 
hand, he would have been shot dead in another instant. 

Wild Bill, after the death of Tom Smith, became Mar- 
shal of Abilene, a position which he held a year or so, 
late in the seventies. At that time Abilene rejoiced in 
the reputed name of “the toughest town in the world.” 
It was the shipping point for Texas cattle, and the wild 
spirits ewept off the cattle trails like a whirlwind and 
ruled the town as they willed until Smith and Hickock 
took charge and began to make the law respected. There 
were many killings in Abilene in those days, in which 
Wild Bill took part. But always he acted in self-defense 
or in enforcing the law. A simple request for a cowboy 
to give up his gun would probably be met with a string 
of abuse and an attempt to shoot the Marshal. In such a 
case it was always necessary for the Marshal to shoot 
first if he would avoid being killed. No record was kept 
of the killings in those days, as human lives were cheap

Cole stood in 
the dark street and fired into a brilliantly-lighted saloon, 
consequently the odds were all in his favor. Yet Wild 
Bill laid the gambler low with a shot through the stom- 
ach, and then the Marshal rushed into the street with a 
revolver in each hand, ready to fight it out with any of 
Cole's friends. He heard footsteps down a side street, 
and fired at the sound. To his dismay he found that he 
had shot a deputy marsha] named Williams, one of his 
best friends. Two shots had been fired in the darkness, 
and both had gone into the deputy’s heart, showing that 
Wild Bill fired more from intuition than from a matter 
of aim. | 

This “little mistake” which resulted in the death of his 
friend, came as near unnerving Wild Bill as anything 
that ever happened in his life. Those who knew him 
say he was never afterward quite the same man. 
dition, the shooting of Cole brought a horde of gun fight- 
Cole’s mother, W 
was a wealthy woman of Texas, offered $10,000 reward 
to any one who would bring her Wild Bill Hickock’s 
head. One gun fighter after another came to Abilene 
from Texas and shadowed Wild Bill in the hope of catch- 
ing him off his guard and earning the big reward But 
Bill added to his equipment a sawed-off shotgun, and 
this weapon, together with those seldom-visible revol- 
vers, proved éufficient to awe the prospective man killers 
into thinking better of their missions. On one occa- 
sion when Bill knew he was being shadowed, he jumped 
aboard a train that was about to pull out. Two men fol- 
lowed him. Bill wheeled on them, and with the shotgun 
covering them, ordered them into the coach. Then he 
told them not to stir until they got to Wichita. And the 
two Texas gun men were so cowed that they let the 
Marshal get off the train, nor did they stir forth until 
they had reached Wichita. 


After serving a few months more as Marshal of Abi- 


lene, Wild Bill went north. He became a scout in sev- 
eral Indian campaigns and distinguished himself in com- 
pany with Buffalo Bill Cody. In fact, Hickock was one 
of the best scouts that ever drew pay from the govern- 
ment. But the lure of the frontier. was on him, and he 
went to Deadwood, where there was a marshalship wait- 
ing him. Deadwood was a rival of Abilene and Dodge 


City then, although its chief activity was mining instead

BENJAMIN FRANKLIN RETAINED His KEEN 
SENSE OF HUMOR TO THE LAST. 


[New York Tribune: ] Franklin, in his old age, 
seemed to be very fond of young people. While in Lon- 
don he sent to the daughter of the Bishop of St. Asaph 
an American squirrel. The squirrel was killed by a 
dog. When he heard of the catastrophe he wrote this 
letter te her: 

“Dear Miss: I lament with you most sincerely the un- 
fortunate end of poor Mungo. Few squirrels were better 
accomplished, for he had a good education, had traveled 
far, and seen much of the world. As he had the honor 
of being for his virtues your favorite, he should not go, 
like common skuggs, without an elegy or epitaph. Let 
us give him one in the monumental style and measure, 
which, being neither prose nor verse, is perhaps the 
properest for grief; since to use common language would 
look as if we were not affected and to make rhymes 
would seem trifling with sorrow.

Ir Was ONE OF HIS STRONGEST TRAITS, Gov- 
ERNING EVERY ACTION OF His LIFE. 


[Helen Nicolay, in February St. Nicholas: ] Gen.

Lincoln's duty, as Whig member of Congress from IIli- 
nois, to recommend certain persons to fill government 


offices in that State. He did this after he returned, to 


Springfield, for his term in Congress ended on Margh 4, 
1849, the day Gen. Taylor became President. The. let- 
ters that he sent to Washington when forwarding the 


papers and applications of people who wished appoint- 


ment were both characteristic and amusing; for in his 
desire not to mislead or to do injustice to any man, they 


were very apt to say more in favor of the men he did 


not wish to eee appointed than in reco 
his own particular candidates. 


This absolute and impartial fairness to friend and foe 
alike was one of his strongest traits, governing every ac- 
tion of his life. If it had not been for this, he might 
possibly have enjoyed another term in Congress; for 
there had been talk of reélecting him. In spite of his

though I am very gratefel to our friends for having done

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NATIVE PLANTS. 


THEIR PRESERVATION IN THEIR OWN 
VALLEY AND MounTaIN Haunts. 


By Ernest Braunton. — 


N-the minds of many there is strong prejudice against 
the cultivation of native plants, the feeling being that 
We are robbing our hills and cafions, and that such 
plants are out of place in a garden. If we stop to think 
of the matter, a large part of our decorative cultivated 
plants, especially trees and shrubs, are species that are 
wild somewhere, either in this or other countries. Ob- 
viously all plants cultivated are either the original spe- 
cies or varieties produced in cultivation, by hybridiza- 
tion, or otherwise. The principle should be to collect 


from their native haunts only such plants as can be cul-

cof native species, which, if worthy of cultivation, 
de propagated in nurseries. '

The Cassie or Popinac Tree. 


Acacia Farnesiana is a low tree or large shrub, very 
widely distributed throughout tropical and semitropical 
climates, but sparingly grown in Southern California for 
the reason that scores of other species present a more 
handsome appearance, It is very extensively cultivated 
in some parts of Southern Europe for its globular heads 
of flowers, commonly called cassie flowers, and which 
yield the perfume so named. This perfume is obtained 
by maceration, a process employed for extracting the fra- 
grance of flowers which can bear a tolerable degree of 
heat without losing their scent. A certain quantity of 
grease is placed in a pan fitted with a water bath, where 
it is heated until it is brought to an oily consistency. 
Flowers of the cassie are then thrown in and left to di-

Were 
this once realized few would hesitate to take the trouble 
entailed by half a dozen extra steps. We should not fail 
to add that many of the most effective flowers may be 
gathered away from the wayside without fear of doing 
any permanent injury.

Half a dozen scale insects if neglected today 
means several times the number in a few weeks, though 
such a caution in these columns is hardly necessary for 
nearly every one owning plants is painfully aware of the 
rapid increase of all scales: If plants have light from 
but one or two sides, turn them around every few days to 
keep them symmetrical. Keep the surface of the soil 
pulverized and loose so that it can get water and air 
readily. If the eoil is moldy on top, or shows on the out- 
side of the pot, the drainage is at fault.

They probably receive 
from each bodraer one or two marks each, additional, de- 
pending upon the amount of service; but they are so 
faithful and attentive, and our pension is so excellent 
and reasonable that we pay it willingly. If you take a 
meal in a hotel or restaurant, you are supposed to add 
19 per cent. to your reckoning for the waiter, and the 
porters Or maids of a house, who carry your luggage in 
and out, except a few pfennigs each. If you ride in a 
drosky, the kutscher, who is only a hired driver, re- 
ceives 10 pfennigs in addition to the fixed fare. A warm 
bath in your pension will cost you from 40 to 50 pfen- 
nigs, and it is said that the German maids think the 
Americans must be very dirty, they have to bathe so 
often! If you attend the theater or opera, you leave 
your hat and wraps at a stall in the lobby, where you 
pay 25 pfennigs and receivé a check with which to re- | 
claim them on your return. You also pay 10 pfennigs for | 
a programme. 8 

If you go to church, you keep your hat on, if you are 
a woman, for it is not seemly for you to appear with un- 
covered head at Gottesdienst.

THE NAME Mar BE. 
TRACED TO HILp, MEANING WAR.

ILL fs a name, supposed by some authorities to 

be local, that is, derived from residence on or near 

a bill. Others .give a more interesting origin, 
namely that it come from hild, meaning battle. Hild 
was a word commonly used by Anglo-Saxon poets to 


Signify Wattle or war. 


We have Hild or Hilda, the “battle maid” of the Val- 
kyrie, who was appointed by Odin to select the victims 


in war.

In German, besides Hild, there are the names Hilt and 
Hille. Variations of the name are Hilison, Hilder, Hill- 
men, Hillmer, Hilgers, Hilyer, Hiidrup, Hillier, Hillyer. 
Hillary may come from the same root word Its varia- 
tions are Hilaire, in French; Hario, in Italian; Gilary, 
in Russian, and Yila, in Frisian. 8 

The family is traced to Hants County, England, where 
one of the early forms of the name was del Hil. Geof- 
frey del Hil, at “at Hil,” is a name figuring in early rec- 
ords. The name was also spelled Hyll. 

The family has its philosopher, Nicholas, and its divine.

Three hundred years later another Sir 
Rowland was the inventor or originator of the penny 
postal system. He is buried in Westminster Abbey. | 

In early Colonial records we find the name Hill or Hills 

—as often spelled one way as the other. 
Valentine Hill, a mercer from London, had a large 
grant of land in Boston, 1638, and was representative 
do the court. William, called one of the founders of New 
England, camg over in the William and Frances. He 
held many offices, was auditor of public accounts, and 
collector of customes at Fairfield. William, it may be 
mentioned, bas always been a favorite name. Biblical 
names, too, abound, and in one family we find Aaron and 
Moses. 

Founder of the Maine branch of the family was Peter, 
who died in Biddeford, 1667. Ralph was one of the pro- 
prietors of Dover, N. H. Adam Hill was progenitor of 
the New York Hillis, and one of his descendants, David, 
was Governor of New York. The family claims another 
Governor—Isaac, born 1788, who became Governor of 
New Hampshire. 

William and Joseph Hills are progenitors of all of the 
name who are of New England ancestry. William came 
from Essex County, England, in the Lyon, 1632, and Jo- 
seph, six years later. The Hills keep green the memory 
of forefathers through the reunions. 4 

Richard Hill of Pennsylvania is recognized as a leader 
who did much to preserve Quaker ascendency. He was a 
friend of Penn, who named him trustee under his will. 
It is the Friends’ ancestry, perhaps, which has given the 
Hills the name of peacemakers at different times in local 
histories. Sound judgment is another characterigtic. 

In colonial wars we find the family well represented. 
There was Capt. Nathaniel, eon of Valentine, the Pil- 
grim, and John, who wae a member of the Massachusetts 
Legislature and one of the Governor's Cotricil, 1755. He 
was a friend of Sir William Pepperrell, and many letters 
which passed between the two, together with commis- 
sione—both civil and military held by the Hills—were 
dis@overed a few years ago in an old chest, which had 
Leen sealed up for nearly a century.

Draw STORMS. 

[Indianapolis News:] A mysterious magnetic field in 
the southwestern part of Lake county is attracting no 
little attention among local scientific minds and arous- 
ing much interest because of queer pranks cut up by 
lightning in that neighborhood. The territory covered 
by the strange and weird electrical manifestations em- 


| braces only a few square miles in West Creek township. 


one of the south tier of townships, and is located a few 
miles north of the great Kankakee marshes. 

More havoc is created annually in this one spot, with 
a radius of less than two miles, than in any four entire 
counties in this part of the State. 

Every thunder storm in this vicinity is sure to pass 
over the spot, no matter in what direction the wind may 
be, and its passage is sure to be marked by terrific bursts 
of lightning. : 

At night time the displays are at times grand and mag- 
nificent, yet terrifying to the bravest heart and e 
tremely dangerous. Bolt after bolt of molten fire is shot 
from heaven to earth, lighting the country up for miles 
with a dazzling glare of light. So much havoc has been 
wrought by lightning that some insurance companies re- 
fuse risks in the district and others are about to impose 
additional rates to cover the extra cost. 

Four large hay barns within half a mile radius were 
struck one day recently, and burned, causing a loss of 
$1200. Only one of these, that of Henry Brant, was in- 
sured, and it only for about one-half its value. The oth-

Three fatalities have occurred in the last three | 
years, and every inhabitant of the spot has felt the lich: - 
ning force to a greater or less degree. It is said that 
u wireless telegraph would be inoperative and messages 
intercepted by the weird forces that seem to lie con- 
cealed in the ground. Even in fair weather a telephone 
system using the ordinary grounded wires is useless and 
even a metallic cinguit is operated with difficulty. 

Many theories are advanced, but the most plausible 
one seems to be that a large body of strong magnetic 
ore crops out near the surface and attracts the electrica! 
forces of the clouds. Another theory is that a large bod 
of meteoric ore lies in this neighborhood and is the ar- 
tracting medium.

The surgeons gave no hope after a 
thorough examination, a hall having. passed clear 
through his body, piercing his liver, and shocking other 
vital parts in such a degree as to leave no hope of a final 
recovery. It was only a question of how long his splen- 
did constitution could hold out against certain dissolu- 
tion. He suffered but little pain—only spells of deadly 
nausea, fitful fever, and flighty visions of far-off scenes. 
He talked of the farm, the cattle, the meadow lands— 
and of mother, sister, and Jot—and, oh, so frequently of 
the cool, clear dripping waters of the cold spring.

“To Jot D—, City ——: David Bligh severely 
wounded. Come immediately to Street Hospital.

Meantime all over the country the news of our defeat at 
Bull Run spread, and as fast as details could be learned 
they were given to the waiting public through the usual 
mediums.

Chanticleer Hall Bronze Turkeys and Barred Rocks. 


One of the best equipped poultry farms in Southern 
California is that of L. D. Hadley of San Gabriel, known 
as “Chanticleer Hall,“ which gives to his strain the 
same name. Here are bred something like six hundred 
head of Barred Rocks and about two hundred and fifty 
head of Mammoth Bronze turkeys annually. The situa- 
tion is indeed an ideal one for poultry culture, the soil 
being decomposed granite, affording good drainage, 
which 1s always in a friable condition, affording good 
scratching ground for the hens. As will be observed 
from the picture, the pens are ample in size, being about 


to thirty and forty birds, much depending on their age 
and condition. These runs or paddocks are all planted 
to alfalfa, with fruit trees down the center, and along 
the sides grapevines. For the most part all this growth 
is deciduous, thus affording fipe shade in the summer 
and sunshine during the winter months. At the head 
of each pen there is a mulberry tree—a species quick in 
growth, of an umbrageous character, rendering a dense 
shade in a comparatively short time. Water is piped in 
every pen, and the houses (which are really a number 
under one long shed roof sugdivided one compartment 
to each pen) are all cement floored and built in a sub- 
stantial manner on the plan of the best houses in the 
East—Mr. Hadley's idea being to build for permanency,

Blacklisted Seedsmen. 


HOUGH blacklisting is not popular in some cases 

with the American people, Congress has legalized it 
in regard to exposing more than one form of fraud. 
About the most satisfactory application of this practice 
is seen in the list of seedsmen who have been found sell- 
ing adulterated seed, published by the Department of 
Agriculture and sent broadcast over the country. There 
were twenty-two of these cheating firms listed in the 
last circular, scattered from Maine to Colorado, and from 
the north to the south. California farmers are interested 
in alfalfa seed especially, and one of the firms dealing 
in this commodity had adulterated it to 46 per cent. If

Increase of Carload Weights. 


r. the railroads allow severai shippers to com- 


bine the latter's shipments of certain products in or- 
der to have enough for a carload I fear a great injus- 
tice will be done to the small men under the new ruling 
as to the tons to be carried by each car. This depart- 
ment has commented many times on this matter within 


the last few months, but it is unable to keep up with the 


changes made by the railroad companies in regard to 
minimum loads. Beans, dried fruits and raisins must 
now be shipped in twenty-ton lots, and it is proposed to 
further increase the load to 25 tons, two and a half 
times the weight of the carload a few years ago. The 
smal] dealer or grower has no chance to place his prod 
acts to advantage upon the markets under these rulings 
and even the heavy shipper may be placed at a great 
disadvantage. No reduction is made in the rate to off- 
set the mischief of these heavyweight shipments. These 
large minimum weights will bring grievance to the trade 
directly with added prejudice to marketing caused by the 
concentration of business in the hands of the larger 
firms. The ruling is in restraint of trade, and while it 
may temporarily bring more profit to the transporta- 
tion lines it cannot be of permanent benefit to any one 
concerned in the growing of fruits or in carrying the 
No economic gain to the railroads 
that is not reciprocal to the growers 
good permanently for any one, and it is especially dan- 
gerous to make changes that bring loss to the small man. 
It is to be hoped that the transportation companies will

Palms for Planting. 


N answering a correspondent regarding the best palm 

for street or roadside ornamentation I unhesitatingly 
say, the Washingtonia. No other is in the same class 
for early beauty or stately dignity in older age. As to 
the variety or species the W. robusta is having the great- 
est vogue at present, on account of its superior attract- 
iyeness the first few years of growth. What showing it 


will make when the plants form their trunks has not 


been very well determined, for this species has not been 
cultivated very many years. In fact, its popularity is of 
a very few years. Notwithstanding its vigorous growth 
in early life there is evidence that its trunk ie not so 
distinguished for solidity and beauty as that of the W. 
filifera. As to the date palms, for roadside planting, 
there is little to be said in their favor. This genus is 


the most beautiful of plants, and some of the most ro- 


bust species might be acceptable if we did not have an- 
other more meritorious. The Phoenix dactylifera is not 
suitable at all on account of its habits of growth and 
requirements of soi] and water. The P. Canariensis is a 
rapid grower, will succeed on most any rich, sandy soil, 
and is the most handsome of our successful lawn palms.

Making a price for your fruit 1s entirely out of your 
hands. You can only say: ‘Gentlemen, what are you 
willing to give for it?“ Their offer has to go unless you 
are hankering to pay out of your own pocket for some 
additional expenses, and in the end not bettering your 
condition.

cures”—restriction of liquids—as a means of cure, by 

producing artificial fever and eliminating impurities 
in the body, has been discussed. Let us now turn to the 
subject of how much water should be consumed by the 
average man, under normal conditions of health. This 
is a subject upon which hygienists differ greatly, although 
a majority of them take it for granted that it is bene- 
ficial to consume daily a large amount of pure, soft 

A correspondent recently wrote from Ocean Park as 

“The general opinion: of hyglenists seems to be 
that water should Le drunk only between meals, at least 
one hour before or that length of time afterwards, but 
there seems to be a diversity of opinion as to the amount 
that should be drunk. Some claim that one should drink 
only when thirsty and only enough to satisfy the thirst; 
others claim as much water as possible should be drunk 
each day, whether thirsty or not, and advise drinking 
not less than two or three quarts per day. In your 
opinion, which theory is correct?” 

Among the strong advocates of liberal water drinking 
is the editor of Suggestion, Dr. Parkyn, and his assistant 
editor, Mr. Carey. Several months ago Mr. Carey wrote 
to the editor as follows: 


“In a recent issue of The Times you state that the same 
diet will reduce or increase the weight of a person and 
then you give an outline of the course of treatment for 
those who wish to reduce flesh. You say drink but 
little water—just enough to satisfy normal thirst. Some 
can eubsiet on a pint or two 
of liquids per day. | 

“Flesh ie made from blood; blood is eighty per cent. 
water; to put on ten pounds of flesh, we must take from 
the blood eight pounds of water and two pounds of 
solids. Then there is the water used in ‘running’ the 
system; the water used as a transporation agent; the 
water used for flushing and cleansing the syetem. | 

“So, if we need one pound of water-free food daily, 
we certainly need four pounds of water to keep up the 
normal liquids of the system. I think it would be better 
to say: 

“Drink one quart of pure water daily for every fifty 
pounds of weight. Do this regardiess of your thirst, 
which ie variable and often as perverted as the appetite,” 
The water will help build flesh, or it will assist in wash- 
ing out an excess of adipose tissue. Experiments show 
that the average man excretes from seven to-eight pounds 
of water daily. Man is a bundle of organized water; 4 
jelly fish with backbone. When one person drinks too 
much water, 10,000 don't drink enough. 


“Water is more essential than food; deep breathing and 
plenty of pure water should be considered before food, 
in matters of hygiene. It is easy to get people to see 
the need of breathing more than they normally do, but 
when they are asked to take more water than they 
normally do they object. Yet the cures wrought at 
Carlsbad and all mineral springs are due in a great 
measure to the fact that the natura] quantity of water 
it taken; sometimes from one to two gallons daily. 


“Your correspondert who recently advocated the ‘melon 
cure’ was wise—probably wiser than he knew. 


“Print this and give the water cranks a hearing.” 

In another letter on the same subject Mr. Carey writes: 

“I enclose some figures relating to the amount of water 
excreted by the normal body in twenty-four hours, in 
which it appears that over seven pounds is the average 
amount. ‘ 

This is about four quarts. Supposing a man takes 


one quart of water in his food, it would require three 


quarts of water daily to keep the normal balance. While 


many do not drink nearly this amount, I am inclined | 


to think that the race would be healthier if we followed 
the example of the Japs, who drink three, four and five 
quarts of water daily,” | 

The figures referred to in the above communication are 
as follows. 


1. Th kidneys......42.5 ounces approximately. 
2. Through lungs.........18.6 ounces approximately. 
3. Through skin..........62.4 ounces approximately. 
23.5 Ounces, or 7.7 pounds. 


There is one simple fact that the good people who 
circulate. these statistics appear to overlook, entirely. 
The amount of water excreted by the normal body, in 
twenty-four hours, must necessairly depend largely upon 
the amount of water ingested during or shortly preced- 
ing that period. If you put a gallon of water into a 
leaky cask, more will run out that if you put a quart 
into that cask. So, if a man takes in two gallons of 
liquids during the twenty-four nours, he must, of course, 
exude through the kidneys, lungs and skin, considerably 
more than if he only consumed two quarts of water. In 


other words, our friends who make this argument mis- 
take the effect for the cause. 

Here is another suggestion, made by Dr. Rabagliata, 
of England, in his book “Air, Food and Exercise“ re- 
viewed in this department last year. The editor does not

remember having comè across this suggestion elsewhere. 
It is certainly worthy of careful consideration: : 

“We get rid of about two and a half pints of water 
from the kidneys daily, and about another pint of water 
from the skin and lungs, but we appear to, manufacture 
water inside the economy by combining the hydrogen of 
the food with the oxygen of the inspired air (water-H20) 


but to what extent we do this has not been accurately 


determined.“ 

Here is another expression from Health Culture, 
showing the ordinary idea on this water drinking 
question: 

“What seems a very valuable discovery, to me at least, 
in the drinking of as much distilled water as I can every 
morning. The effect on the bowels and digestion is very 
remarkable, and much better than drinking between 
meals, My appetite for breakfast is less ravenous, and a 
light meal of fruits suffices. 75 C. E. B.“ 

On this the editor of Health Culture remarks: 

“This experience is certainly a valuable one, and should 


be encouragement to others to try the same experiment, | 


It is undoubtedty true that the great majority of people 
take much less water than the system requires, and the 
time for taking it may prove also to be an important 


feature. We trust others will experiment in this direc- 


tion.” 

Again, Dr. Kellogg, of Battle Creek, who is certainly an 
eminent authority on matters pertaining to diet, says, in 
regard to water drinking: ä 


“While water drinking at meals is not to be com- 
mended, the free use of water as a drink is of the 
highest importance. The practice of water drinking is 
quite too largely neglected. Many persons never drink 
except at meal-time, and many never swallow any other 
beverage than tea, coffee, or some similar adulteration 
of water. Such persons frequently suffer seriously for 
lack of fluid with which to cleanse their solid tissues. 

“The sense of thirst, which to a normal person is a 
sufficient guide in relation to water drinking, is often 
inactive as the result of neglect. Water should be taken 
freely, but never in too large quantities at one time. 
Half a glassful is amply sufficient for a single drink- 
ing. When several glasses of water are swallowed in 
quick succession, the stomach is likely to be overweighed, 
and become distended, thus more or less permanently in- 
jured. 

“It is particularly pernicious to drink at once a large 
quantity of cold water. Such a practice is sometimes 
highly dangerous, especially when a person is in a state 
of exhaustion from violent exercise. Cold water may be 
taken if desired, but should be slowly swallowed in small 
sips, so that opportunity may be given for warming as 
is passes down the throat, thus preventing injury to the 
stomach and other possible damage.” 

re is another phase of the question that is too much 
overlooked by the advocates of liberal drinking. How 
much liquids a man needs must naturally depend very 
largely on the kind of food he consumes. For instance, 
apples are eighty-five per cent. water, while rice is only 
thirteen per cent. water. Therefore, when a man consumes 
two pounds of apples, he consumes about a pint and 
three-quarters of pure, soft water, whereas, when he eats 
two pounds of rice, he only gets about a quarter of a 
pint of water, plus the amount of water in which the 
grain is soaked when it is eaten. 

If we should investigate the dietary of the ordinary 
man, we should probably find that he consumes too much 
liquid rather than too little, during the twenty-four 
hours. Take for instance the average dinner of a well- 
to-do citizen. There is, perhaps, to begin with a cock- 
tail, an oyster cocktail, and half a dozen raw oysters, 
nearly all water—including the oysters, which contain 
more water than apples. Then comes a soup, from 90 
to 97 per cent. water. The vegetables and the ice cream 
and the black coffee and the wines are mostly water, 
and the other foods contain a large percentage, even the 
bread, if well baked, being about one-third water.. For 
breakfast, the average citizen takes his water in the 
shape of tea, or coffee, or cocoa, or the various unwhole- 
some liquids dispensed at soda fountains. So much 
liquid seriously interfere with the digestion, and many 
have found the benefit of adopting the plan of not taking 
any liquids with their meals. This, however, is only half 
a step, so long as the food itself is sloppy. 

Undoubtedly, one reason why people drink more than 
they should, is the use of condiments, and especially 
of the mineral choride of sodium—table salt. The all 
too common free use of this unnecessary and poisonous 
mineral leads to an unnatural craving for liquids of all 
kinds, 

Some time ago an American physician made experi- 
ments on the results of copious water drinking. He re- 
ported that in all cases the first day of excessive water 
ingestion resulted in a great increase in the ex- 
cretion of urea—an increase to the extent of twelve 
per cent. as compared with the preliminary totals, which 
increase fell to Ax per cent. on the second day. On the 
the other hand, Dr. Haig, of London, declares that it is 
altogether erroneous to suppose that you can wash out 
uric acid through the kidneys by the plentiful drinking 
of soft water, and that to attempt to do so is dangerous. 

Let us turn, now, to the other side of the argument. 
Dr. Sill says, according to Vim:

The work of suppressing Thuggee was done by Col. 
Sleeman, one of those martyrs to exile and official duty 
that the Indian civil service needs and trains. In the 
district where he replaced blackmail! and brigandage by 
law and order, the town of Sleemanabad—Sleeman’s city 
—stands for his monument. The long task of rounding 
up the Thug bands was made easier by disaffection 
within their ranks. The powerful religious band was 
broken when unbelieving Moslems were admitted as 
members of the robber caste, and rose to be leaders. 
Then Kali worship became a mere pretext for robbery 
and murder, and Thuggee fell before the repressive 
measures of a strong executive.

Then with a quick 
“jiu-jiteu” turm, the thug heaved him off the ground on 
to his own back, like a sack of coal, and his partner 
stepped up and rifled Monsieur’s pockets. The latter 
was then dropped on the pavement with force enough to 
stun him, and the thugs made their escape. ES 

The French gendarmerie trace this clever and blood- 
less operation to the teaching of a professor, who lec- 
tured in the criminal quarter of Paris some sixty years 
since. About that time the Thugs of India were being 
brought to trial, and the revelations that followed ex- 
cited great interest in Europe. It is very likely that the 
professor borrowed his line of treatment from these pub- 
lished cases. But old Nadhoo of the jail would have 
said that the spirit of an executed Thug had incarnated 
itself in the Frenchman in order to propagate the mys- 
tery of Thuggee in the virgin soil of France. ;

Some form of brigandage, indeed, 
seems endemic in Asiatic countries that are not ruled by 
the strong hand.
